PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8 
(AP) — American archeologists 
have discovered the biblical 
Israelite city of Gibeon near el- 
Jib, eight miles north of 
Jerusalem. 

Gibeon, mentioned 43 times 
in the Bible, is described in the 
Old Testament as “one of the 
royal cities.” Archeologists be- 
lieve the city was built before 
1200 B.C. and was at the peak 
of its life from 800 to 600 B.C. 


“The most spectacular dis- 
covery,” the announcement said 
“was a pool cut from the solid 
rock and large enough to con- 
tain a three-story house. 

“It is believed that this pool 
is that mentioned in Chapter 2 
of the Second Book of Samuel, 
as the scene of the famous 
match between the men of 
Abner, Saul’s captain, and Joab, 
the captain of David's forces.”

The Democrats, long in the 
minority here, claim it isn't so 
~—that it’s just a state election 
with one big issue: Shall Maine 
have one or two-party govern- 
ment? 

They are out to hold the top 
office at stake by re-electing 
Edmund 8S. Muskie, the state’s 
first Democratic Governor in 
20 years. They are also trying 
to break a 22-year G.O.P. 
stranglehold on Maine’s three 
seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

In State House Speaker Wil- 
lis A. (Bill) Trafton Jr. the Re- 
eee have an opponent for 

uskie who is, like the Gover- 
nor, a tall, youthful, personable 
lawyer. Muskie is 42 years old 
and Trafton 37. 

Muskie won by 22,000 in a 
total of 248,000 two years ago. 
Most political observers feel the 
result this year—whichever way 
it goes—will be closer in some- 
what heavier balloting. 

Only once since the Civil War 
has Maine given a Democratic 
Governor two terms—the late 
Louis J. Brann, who served 
from 1933-37. 

Equally Close Race. 

An equally close, maybe 
closer, race is expected in the 
second district. Fighting for 
the seat of retiring Republican 
Representative Charles P. Nel- 
son are Republican State Sen- 
ator James L. Reid, 48, of Hallo- 


Chairman Frank M. Coffin, 37, 
of Lewiston. ; 

Representatire Robert Hale, 
66, of Portland asks for an 
eighth consecutive term in the 
first district. His opponent is 
the Democrat he beat by 3590 
votes in 1954—James C. Oliver, 
60, of Cape Elizabeth, who once 
represented the district as a 
Republican. 


Third district Representative 
Clifford G. McIntire, 48, of Per- 
ham, seeking a third term, also 
is opposed by a Democrat he 
defeated in °'54—Kenneth B. 
Colbath, 57, of Presque Isle. 

Hale, Reid and Coffin are 
lawyers.

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_In view of the fact that there are about 
17,000 school districts or units in the 17

It is impor- 
tant to note, however, that 300,000 of the 
2,700,000 Negro students in these states, 
an inctease of 45,000 over last year, are 
in desegregated schools.

Furthermore, the percentage in the 
border states virtually doubles when it is 
remembered that not one school in the 
eight states which constitute the hard 
core of defiance of the Supreme Court 
has been desegregated.

They likewise 
rank low in annual expenditure per pupil.

sippi spent $147.49 for each white pupil 
and $39:93 for each Negro in high and 
grammar schools. By comparison, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia cost for white children 
was $345.46 and for Negroes $261.43. 

WITH MISSISSIPPI in the list of eight 
defiant states are Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia and Louisiana. 

And it is from states in this group that 
the South has sent to Washington over the 
years a steady supply of rabble-rousing 
demagogues whose chief stock in trade 
has been orations about “white suprem- 
acy.” 

Since Negroes in most parts of the 
South are denied the ballot by poll tax 
or other such laws, a candidate finds it 
necessary to satisfy the white voters’ de- 
mand for a denunciation of “racial mix- 
ing.” For example, in Georgia recently, 
former Gov. Herman Talmadge and for- 
mer Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson, can- 
didates for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination, have been trying to out- 
boast each other as to their records in 
support of segregation. 

It ig in these states, too, that White 
Citizens’ Councils have flourished since 
the May 17, 1954, Supreme Court deci- 
sion outlawing segregation. Activity of 
these outside organizers was responsible 
for the mob violence at Clinton, Tenn., 
20 miles northwest of Knoxville, that 
necessitated calling out the Tennessee 
National Guard. 

District Judge Robert L. Taylor sen- 
tenced the principal organizer, John 
Kasper, to a year in jail for violating an 
injunction against interfering with the 
integration of Clinton High School under 
federal court order. The effect was to 
discourage others at Clinton and quiet 
was restored. 

The eight states which have stiffened 
their opposition since the Supreme 
Court’s “implementing decision” of May 
31, 1955, directing “deliberate speed” in 
integration, have only taken steps to 
avoid compliance. They began with an 
abortive attempt to invoke an ancient ands 
uncertain doctrine of “interposition,” 
questioning the authority of the Supreme 
Court. It was contended that state sover- 
eignty may be “interposed” between the 
court and the people on the theory that 
the states reserved the right to control 
their schools and have never delegated it 
to the Federal Government. 

Other activities in these completely 
segregated states: 

VIRGINIA 

Virginia, which has the best educational 
record of the eight states, under the lead- 

ership of Gov. Thomas B. Stanley has been 
one of the most determined opponents of 
integration. 

Ordering the admittance of Negro stu- 
dents at Charlottesville, United States 
District Judge John Paul, whose father 
fought for the Confederacy, said: 

“TI would close my eyes to the obvious 
facts if I did not realize that the state 
has been, for some months, pursuing a 
deliberate and well-conceived, we will 
call it, ‘policy of delay’ in these cases.” 

Continuing, Judge Paul referred to 
“the policy of calculated delay” and added: 

“T don't think I am being unduly criti- 
cal in saying that because I think the 
Governor, himself, admits that this is 
his purpose: To do nothing until he is 
forced to do so.” 

Later, the Charlottesville school board 
obtained a stay of Judge Paul's order to 
admit Negro students in September. An

The Virginia General Assembly was 
convened. Aug. 27 and the Governor 
placed before it bills prohibiting the use 
of public funds for integrated schools. 
His program also would authorize use of 
public funds to pay tuition to private 
schools for pupils whose parents did not 
want them to go to school with Negroes. 
The Gray Committee, named to draft 
a legislative program to resist integra- 
tion, recommended a law authorizing local 
school officials to assign pupils to the 
respective schools, but Gov. Stanley ob- 
jected to it because it “recognized the 
principle of integration.” Nevertheless, an 
amended’ bill giving the Governor power 
to assign pupils, thus relieving . local 
school officials of the responsibility, and 
possible suits, was introduced. 

MISSISSIPPI 4 
Mississippi is the only state in which 
there has been no specific effort toward 
integration through action in the federal 
courts. ; 

Legislation outlawing integration and 
the other standard evasive acts have been 
adopted. ' 

Although the 1954 Supreme Court de- 
cision clearly disposed of the old pre- 
viously accepted doctrine that “separate 
but equal” sehool facilities met: the con- 
stitutional test, Mississippi is consolidat- 
ing its 1000 districts into about 200, has 
raised teachers’ salaries and is proceeding 
on the theory that desegregation can thus 
be avoided. 

Of the first $3,338,000 allocated by the 
state Educational Finance Commission, 
90 per cent was for new Negro schools. 
The Legislature voted to set aside $555,- 
000 a month from a 3 per cent sales tax 
for school construction and when that is 
insufficient to keep up with the program, 
bonds may be issued. 

NORTH CAROLINA 


North Carolina voters today approved a 
proposed Constitutional amendment which 
was intended to give assurance that no 
white child would be required to attend 
school with. Negroes. 

The plan advocated by Gov. Luther H. 
Hodges, would allow local boards to close 
schools if a majority of parents agreed 
that integration moves caused “intoler- 
able” situations. Like the Virginia plan, 
it also would allow the use of state funds 
($135 a year) to pay tuition at private 
schools for students whose parents did 
not want them to attend integrated 
classes. 

The State Congress of Parents and 
Teachers and religious groups opposed 
the plan. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 


Gov. George Bell Timmerman Jr. has 
repeatedly declared that “not in a thou- 
sand years will the schools of South Caro- 
lina be integrated.” Immediately after his 
inauguration, the Legislature approved his 
measure withholding state funds from any 
integrated school. He is the son of the. 
United States District Judge whose deci- 
sion upholding the “separate but equal” 
doctrine in the Summerton school district 
Was reversed as one of the five cases 
which were consolidated for hearing by 
the United States Supreme Court in 1954. 

In July, 1955, a three-judge federal 
court at Columbia ordered the Summer- 
ton school district to proceed “with all 
deliberate speed” (the language of the 
Supreme Court) to remove racial barriers 
in its schools. The board took no action 
and the school opened on a segregated 
basis as before. Nothing has been done 
by the court. 

Next to Mississippi, the United States 
Office of Education report shows, South 
Carolina spends less per pupil than any 
other state in the deep South, $195.52 
for white students and $98.14 for Negroes. 

ALABAMA 

Two constitutional amendments de- 
signed to maintain segregation in schools 
and parks were adopted by the voters 
Aug. 28, by majorities of about 3 to 2. 
The one relating to schools. was known 
as the “freedom of choice” amendment. 
It eliminated the constitutional require- 
ment of state-supported public schools 
and gave parents the opportunity to de- 
cide whether their children should attend 
integrated schools. 

The Alabama constitution had required 
the maintenance of separate schools for 
whites and Negroes. That provision was 
deleted. Now, it has been argued, the 
state legislature is free to permit volun- 
tary integration, but there has been no 
positive move in that direction. 

The “freedom of choice” proposal was 
the result of a study made by a commit- 
tee headed by State Senator Albert Bout- 
well of Birmingham. He has denied that 
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the purpose was to abolish public schools, 
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but noted that they could be abolished as 
a last resort in resisting forcible integra- 
tion by court order, or to preserve law 
and order. 


FLORIDA 


The state legislature met in special ses- 
sion this summer and quickly passed a 
five-point program to tighten the status 
quo. It gave county school boards author- 
ity to assign pupils on the basis of intel- 
ligence, background, previous training, 
compatibility with other students, and to 
take into consideration “socio-economic 
factors” in deciding where to assign pupils. 
It also empowered the Governor to 
make and enforce rules “relating to the 
use of any state, county or municipal park, 
building or facility that may be necessary 
or expedient to preserve the peace and 
tranquility of the state and prevent vio- 
lence.” 

Virgil Hawkins, a Daytona Beach Negro, 
has been trying for five years to enter the 
University of Florida law school. The 


GEORGIA 


A 27-year-old Atlanta Negro, Horace 
Ward, has» been seéking admissian.to the 
University of Georgia law school since 
1950, when he filed a suit in federal court. 
Before it could be decided, he entered the 
armed forces: and the case became dor- 
mant, but upon Ward’s discharge this year 
he reopened it and sought an early hear- 
ing before United States District Judge 
Frank A. Hooper in Atlanta. The univer- 
sity obtained a continuance, but Judge 
Hooper said it might be possible to have 
the case on the calendar sometime this 
month. 

Last Feb. 6 Gov. Marvin Griffin signed 
five bills which were designed to main- 
tain segregation in public schools. They 
gave the Governor authority to close 
schools and provide for grants to pupils, 
to permit leasing of school buildings for 
private operation, and require that pri- 
vate schools have a certificate from the 
state fire marshal. 

LOUISIANA 

There is no integration below the col- 
lege level in public schools. Four of the 
seven state colleges have Negro students, 
but the legislature took steps at a special 
session in July to see that no others are 
admitted. 

One act requires that anyone applying 
for entry in a tax-supported college pre- 
sent a certificate of eligibility signed by 
his high school principal and district su- 
perintendent. Another makes it grounds 
for dismissal for any school employe to 
advocate integration—and this has been 
interpreted by some to cover the signing 
of a certificate of eligibility. So the pro- 
spective Negro college student is caught 
coming and going. 

In stil] another act, the legislature took 
over the authority of designating newly- 
built schools as Negro or white. In the 
same law it solidified existing segregation 
in New Orleans schools, providing that all 
white schools- must remain white and all 
Negro schools remain Negro. 

The legislature acted hastily to relieve 
the situation in New Orleans, which had 
been ordered by a federal court to inte- 
grate its schools “with all deliberate 
speed.” New Orleans appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court on a tech- 
nicality and was turned down. A second 
appeal, on the merits of the case, is pend- 
ing in the Court of Appeals. 

All of this was the legislature’s second 
try at a set of laws aimed at maintaining 
segregation. Its first series, passed in 
1954, sought to place the segregated 
schools under the state’s inherent police 
powers, but a panel of three federal judg- 
es held the action unconstitutional. 

Under a proposed state constitutional 
amendment to be voted upon in Novem- 
ber, no suit could be brought agaihst 
school boards without specific approval 
of the legislature. 

BUT TO THE NORTH and west of the 
eight states which ignored the Supreme 
Court rulings, desegregation was making 
headway, albeit slowly and with diffi- 
culty in some places. Even those who are 
opposed to integration frankly state that 
they expect it to spread, by example, 
southward and eastward until it is com- 
plete in future years.

TENNESSEE 

Mobs, incited by agitators sent into the 
state by White Citizens’ Councils, picketed 
Clinton High School in Anderson county 
when 12 Negro students were enrolled.

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Joe W. Henry, were reduced to 200 by 
yesterday and it was expected that law 
enforcement would soon be taken over 
by a militia-trained Civil Defense force 
of auxiliary policemen.

desegregation of the Clinton High School. 
The Clinton violence brought from 
President Eisenhower a statement that 
the Federal Government would not inter- 
vene in such disturbances over school 
integration because state governments 
have acted promptly to preserve order. 
Federal forces cannot be used, he said, 
until a state shows it cannot cope with an 
emergency. 

The Clinton high school was the first 
to be integrated in Tennessee except for 
the Oak Ridge high school in the same 
county where schools are under control 
of the Atomic Energy Commission which 


ordered integration last year. 


KENTUCKY 
When nine Negro students attempted 
to attend high school at Sturgis, a town 
of 5000 in western Kentucky, a mob drove 
them back and the National Guard was 


called out by Gov. A. B. (Happy) Chandler: 
The guardsmen later escorted the Negroes 
to school. They failed to appear for 
classes yesterday although they said they 
would show up Monday. 

An automobile taking two Negro chil- 
dren to an eleméntary school at Cidy, 11 
miles away, also was turned back, by a 
mob and newspaper men and photogra- 
phers were forced te leave. Plans were 
made to imcrease the number of guards- 
men and keep them on the scene as long 
as necessary. 

Desegregation was started in Kentucky 
on a large scale this year and was accom- 
plished without incidént” at Louisville, 
the state’s largest city, which has the 
largest concentration of Negroes. 

Integration in some degree was to be 
found in 105 of the state’s 120 counties, 
involving 180,000 white and 20,000 Negro 


children. Last year integrated schools 
had 17,206 white students and 330 
Negroes. 

TEXAS 


A mob at Mansfield, Tex., opposed the 
enrolling of 12 Negroes at the high school 
under a federal court order. When the 
school board asked the full membership 
of the Fifth United, States Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Houston to grant a stay of 
the district court order requiring inte- 
gration, the higher court refused. 

The National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People then an- 
nounced through its counsel that the 
Negroes would not be enrolled until ten- 
sion eased or legal proceedings for pro- 
tection were disposed of. 

At Texarkana, a cross was burned early 
today on the Arkansas side in protest 
against the enrollment of two Negro 
girls in the junior college on the Texas 
side last Wednesday. 

Only in the eastern part of the state, 
a cotton growing area where the Negro 
population is highest, was there trouble 
in Texas. More than 100 school districts 
of the state’s 1857 were,integrated, includ- 
ing 500,000 white and 25,000 Negro stu- 
dents. Texas enrollment last year was 
1,853,492. Port Arthur, with a large Negro 
population, announced it would desegre- 
gate in 1957. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


With the beginning of the school year, 
20 counties were completely desegregated, 
21 were partly desegregated, and three re- 
mained segregated. Eleven other counties 
have no Negroes. 

At Matoaka, a coal mining community 
in the southern part of the state, some 
parents of white children kept them at 
home in protest against integration. The 
school board was considering invoking 
the compulsory school attendance law, At 
the high school there are only 29 Negroes 
in a total enrollment of 600. 

Total enrollment in all schools last 
year was 458,000, including 28,600 Ne- 
groes. State Superintendent W. W. Trent 
said 75 per cent of Negro children were 
attending integrated schools. 

OKLAHOMA 

Integration has moved steadily in Okla- 
homa with no great confusion. Last year 
there were 96 Negro high schools; this 
year only 44 remain and nine are in all- 
Negro communities. Of the 35 districts 
with segregated high schools, 11 have 
announced some step toward integration. 

Actual integration was, reported in 161 
school districts with “policy integration” 
in 12 others where Negroes did not want 
to attend integrated schools. 

MISSOURI 

In Missouri, 59,000 of 67,000 Negro 
students, or 88 per cent, are attending 
integrated schools. There are 244 school 


are integrated. Outside the Southeast Mis- 
souri cotton country the remaining seg- 
@wegated districts have small Negro enroll- 
ments and they expect to integrate within 
the next few years. 

In the high schools, only 700 Negro 
pupils in six schools are under segrega-

What is evident in this state is that the 
President still has a long way to go in 
making over the Grand Old Party, not 
only in Wisconsin, but in most of the 
Middle West. The men who control the 
Republican organization are deeply resist- 
ant to change. 

They are rooted in a past that is con- 
servative and isolationist. e they 
pay the President 
loud and glowing 
tribute in this cam- 
paign, in which his 
popularity is count- 
ed upon so heavily, 
they are opposed to 
the President on 
many of the issues 
he regards as basic. 

In the ordeal of 
the President's first 
two years in office 
Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wis- 
consin caused him 
more anguish, 
through the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, 
than any other Re- 
publican. Yet the 
Same meh who 
were McCarthy's 
sponsors and ar- 
dent supporters led 
the move to dump 
Senator Alexander 
Wiley, who is seek- 
ing a fifth term in - 
the Senate, and to 
substitute for him 
a 4l-year-old mem- 
ber of the House, Glenn R. Davis, 
whose position on foreign policy is much 
more acceptable to those who manage and 
finance the party organization ~in the 
state. If the Republican party could have 
_ its way and deny the nomination to Wiley, 

there would be two Senators from Wiscon- 
sin opposing the President on key foreign 
policy issues. 


THE NEW WISCONSIN state chairman. 
Philip G. Kuehn, who at 36 was until 
recently the youngest Republican state 
chairman in the country, is sometimes 
listed as an Eisenhower Republican. 

Smooth and prosperous in a Brooks 
Brothers suit, he looks the part, but he 
is ultraconservative on both ee and 
domestic policy. 


Kuéhn’s name appears as sponsor on 
the state-wide advertisements for Davis's 
candidacy, pitching the appeal on opposi- 
tion to the President's policy on the 
Bricker amendment, foreign aid and 
tariffs. The appeal on tariffs might have 
come out of the campaign of William Mc- 
Kinley at the turn of the century. 

“If you believe,” says the ad, “that 
American jobs should be protected against 
a flood of foreign goods produced by 
cheap labor, vote for Glenn Davis.” 

It comes downto whether the new, 
young managers who have appeared in 
some states are merely new and young or 
whether they actually subscribe to the 
“New Republicanism” to which the Presi- 
dent is trying to convert his party. The 
lip service given Mr. Eisenhower and his 
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personality for campaign purposes may 
well conceal the true state of affairs. | 

In Indiana, party control continues to | 
be tightly held by Senator William E. 
Jenner, an extreme ultra-nationalist who 
has fought Mr. Eisenhower on many 
issues. Gov. George N. Craig has been 
stymied in his efforts to shift the party 
in the new direction. 

Representative Charles Halleck of In- 
diana, who at San Francisco put the Presi- 
dent in nomination for a second term, 
is credited with being an Eisenhower Re- 
publican, but his conversion is hardly 
more than skin deep—as his record shows. 

The Republican organization in Illinois 
is under the domination of former Senator 
C. Wayland Brooks, a die-hard isolationist. 
Senator Everett Dirksen, up for re-elec- 
tion and chanting Mr. Eisenhower's 
praises, has gone through several trans- 
formations. An isolationist, he switched 
to support of the Marshall Plan and then 
when he ran for the Senate reverted to 
his old isolationism. 

Tennessee offers a fascinating example 
of how to be both for and against Mr. 
Eisenhower. Leader of the party in that 
state is Representative B. Carroll Reece, 
an old fashioned Taft Republican. At 
the state convention, Tennessee Repub- 
licans gave the President the most ful- 
some praise, then adopted a platform 
opposing most of what he stands for. 


IN SOME STATES the President has a 
good chance in November to strengthen 
the Eisenhower wing both in Congress 
and in the party organization. Kentucky 
is an outstanding example. There both 
Republican candidates for the two Senate 
seats are up. John Sherman Cooper, for- 
mer Ambassador to India, and Thruston 
Ballard Morton, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, are genuinely committed 
to the President’s objectives in foreign 
policy.

Repub- 
lican National Chairman Leonard Hall 
naturally wants to avoid any conflict so . 
that the state organizations can be kept 
in a happy frame of mind. 

In the instance of the Wisconsin pri- 
mary, Mr. Eisenhower could have re- 
frained from indorsing Wiley and yet, as 
Wiley’s friends had hoped, he might have 
praised him for his record of support for 
major Administration goals. His refusal 
to say anything has caused considerable 
resentment among independent voters 
and their support is counted on to give 
Wiley the margin of victory on Tuesday. 
Davis believes that sufficient old-line 
Republicans will turn out for him in an 
apathetic election to make him the winner, 

AFTER THE PRESIDENT declined to 
express any opinion about Wiley, the 
Senator from Wisconsin went off the 
Republican reservation on several im- 
portant votes. He voted with the Demo- 
crats in favor of public develcpment of 
Hells Canyon dam, for example. He has 
been indorsed in his primary campaign 
by Senator William Langer of North 
Dakota whom Davis, in attacking Wiley, 
denounces as a “renegade.” 

Although the entire top organization is 
for Davis, one prominent Republican 
spoke out vigorously in condemning the 
move to dump Wiley. Herbert F. Johnson,

It is 
also a reminder that the next Congress ought to 
submit a constitutional amendment eliminating 
the Electoral College fifth wheel once and for 
all. To keep it around is to run the risk of 
bitter, divisive controversy. 
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When Adults Picket Children 

One of the most dramatic aspects of the racial 
troubles in Tennessee and Kentucky was the 
march to school, under armed guard, of children 
who had to endure the taunts and hostility of 
adults who lined the sullen streets. 

Not only did children of both races display 
remarkable courage in this ordeal. On one occa- 
sion they sald something which should have put 
their elders to shame. The elders had been 
screaming through the school windows, exhort- 
ing the youngsters to leave school rather than 
endure the companionship of Negroes, when, 
according to news accounts, some of the chil- 
dren shouted back that they intended to abide 
by the law. 

Here is something worth thinking about, and 
we hope that some of the hate-ridden demon- 
strators who stirred up the trouble in Clinton, 
Tenn., and Sturgis, Ky., will take time out to 
think about it. What can be said of a community 
where children stand by the law and their elders 
defy it? What does it mean when adults with 
violence in their hearts actually picket school 
children in an effort to instill in a younger 
generation which seems to lack it the poison of 
prejudice and anarchy? 

Perhaps when this happens the time has come 
for the older generation to turn over the com- 
munity to the younger. 
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More Suez Talks Needed 

The vital question about the Cairo talks on 
the Suez canal is which side was willing and 
which unwilling to seek a compromise between 
the 18-nation plan for international control and 
Egypt's determination to retain exclusive na- 
tional control. 

Apparently there has been some difference 
of opinion within the Menzies mission on its 
authority to negotiate beyond the mere presen- 
tation of the 18-nation plan. Yet from the be- 
ginning it was a foregone conclusion that 
Nasser would not and probably could not, for 
domestic political reasons, accept outright inter- 
national control in a form which would repre- 
sent abandonment of his nationalization decree. 


The most that could be hoped for was some 
formula for moderating national control, and 
removing it as far as possible from transient 
political influences—some way of achieving by 
treaty commitments and international super- 
vision the rights of free passage which the 
West would prefer to secure by direct inter- 
national operation. 

If the Menzies mission was not authorized to 
discuss reasonable and attainable alternatives 
to the 18-nation plan, it should have been. And 
if it is now to leave Cairo without having done 
any more than learn of Nasser’s refusal to back 
down, then certainly some other negotiations 
should be set on foot to bridge a gap that has 
been obvious from the first. 

The sensible and expeditious way to proceed 
—provided, of course, Nasser is genuinely ready 
to discuss some accommodation, as his Egyptian 
spokesmen contend—would seem to be by direct 
discussions between the parties concerned. But 
if these cannot be arranged, then certainly the 
question should go to the United Nations as an 
alternative to any unilateral acts of coercion. ~

out; but it is a fact. Whatever may be the fu- 
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the late Justice Wiley B. Rutledge, so warmly 
remembered in St. Louls as a dean of the 
Washington University Law School. 

Justice Rutledge and Justice Frank Murphy, 
who died in the same year of 1948, constituted 
two of the stoutest defenders of human liberties 
ever to sit on our Supreme Court. With Justices 
Black and Douglas they formed a solid defense 
of civil rights which often could obtain a fifth 
Justice even in close decisions. 

With the passing of Justices Rutledge and 
Murphy and the appointment of Justices Clark 
and Minton by Harry S. Truman a basic change 
came over the Supreme Court. The civil rights 
cases that had been decided in favor of indi- 
viduals began to go the other way. Here is the 
record of the Justices in support of the claimed 
right in non-unanimous civil liberties cases de- 
cided in the seven terms of Chief Justice Vinson:

Typicdl of Justice Minton’s anti-libertarian 
decisions was the majority opinion in the 43 
Ellen Knauff case. In the end his ruling against 
the German immigrant war bride had to be over- 
turned by a combination of forces in the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the Federal 
Government. Fortunately there has been a sub- 
stantial trend in favor of the individual citizen 
since Earl Warren became Chief Justice. 

As Justice Minton was a judge of the Federal 
Court of Appeals for more than eight years, his 
successor will need to be a Judge if the average 
of judicial experience on the Supreme Court is 
not to be lowered. This argues in favor of the 
elevation by President Eisenhower of a qualified 
Judge from some federal or state court. 
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Such Speedy Justice 

Edward A. Epping of Lebanon, former assist- 
ant to Illinois Auditor Orville E. Hodge, has 
now been sentenced to four to five years in 
prison on state charges connected with the scan- 
dal in Illinois state government. He had pre- 
viously been given a five-year sentence on 
federal charges. 

Hodge himself is already serving a 12-to-15- 
year sentence at Menard. Edward A. Hintz, 
former bank president who cashed the spurious 
checks by which the people of Illinois were de- 
frauded, is serving a one-to-three-year state 
sentence and a concurrent three-year federal 
sentence at Stateville. 

All three pleaded guilty. All three went to 
prison in an astonishingly short time after their 
crimes were exposed. Usually in an embezzle- 
ment or fraud case the defendants linger long 
in liberty while the tedious processes of the law 
grind on. Here, all three defendants had been 
whisked behind bars: in less than two months 
after Hodge resigned under fire. 

Isn’t it wonderful that justice is so swift? Or 
is it only that justice is swift when politicians 
have something to be swept under the rug 
during a campaign?

These discussions will be led by Dr. Arthur 
H. Compton, former chancellor of Washington 
University. Guests will include former Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace and the British 
biologist and writer, Julian Huxley. 

And on eight successive Tuesday evenings 
for an hour beginning next Tuesday at 9:30 
o'clock, the League of Women Voters will pre- 
sent candidates for the principal state, federal 
and local. offices to be filled by the voters in 
November. These programs will provide viewers 
with priceless opportunities to see the candi- 
dates close up, to assess them as persons and 
not mere names on a ballot. 

KETC also expects to focus its cameras on at 
least one meeting of the important Board of 
Freeholders currently revising St. Louis’s City 
Charter. Public hearings on various phases of 
the Charter also will be telecast. A proposal to 
put meetings of the St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion on the air is pending. 

All this plus 17 hours a week of in-school 
programs designed for classroom instruction plus 
a full schedule of general and cultural programs 
adds up quite impressively. KETC is a valuable 
community asset becoming more valuable each 
passing day.

Public relations men take over where political bosses left off 
with new campaign techniques for age of mass communications; 
1952 G.O.P. effort and ‘Checkers’ show demonstrated P.R.'s 
professional hand; arguments are now telescoped into slogans.

The typical nineteenth-century cam- 
paign combined public stumping and 
private talks with local bosses. Local 
organizations were the national parties’ 
real point of contact with the voter. 

Now, the mass media have given 
paigning. 

Just as the big city boss symbolized 
the political techniques of the nine- 
teenth century, so the public relations 
man is a characteristic figure in today’s 
campaign. In his brand of politics, prop- 
aganda has become the central concern. 

Says one of them, “We use cam- 
paign funds, not to dispense favors, but 
to mold public sentiment * * *.” This 
kind of politics has a logic of its own 
and calls for study of political “mar- 
kets,” ways of framing appeals, and 
methods of distributing ideas. 


Campaign in a Blueprint 


It also requires meticulous planning. 
Neat brochures, one paragraph to a 
page, for all kinds of projects, are a 
sort of trademark of public relations 
men in politics. The 1952 Republican 
campaign strategy was laid out in ad- 
vance in a long blueprint. 

A California public relations man 
who has worked for both Senator 
Knowland and Vice President Nixon 
says flatly that he wouldn’t undertake 
a campaign without an item in the 
budget for “continuity” polling. In 
the use of polls the public relations 
man is less likely to be concerned 
with his candidate’s current popularity 
than with what he is told about the 
way the slogans are “taking” or about 
latent weaknesses in the position of the 
opposing candidate. 

In part, also, the way the public 
relations expert approaches issues is 
determined by certain characteristics of 
mass communication. He telescopes ar- 
guments into themes and slogans. For 
the public. relations man, a phrase like 
“that mess in Washington” may truly 
cover a multitude of sins. Losing some- 
thing in balanced discussion, he hopes 
to gain in emotional impact. 


P. R. Man’s Strategy 


For somewhat similar motives he 
makes a liberal use of gimmicks. 
Tricks and novelties—barrage balloons, 
singing jingles, pretty girls—are essen- 
tially a way of a the atten- 
tion of a public that is distracted by 
thousands of competing appeals. 

The public relations man is de- 
voted to the strategy of attack. To 
attack is to choose one’s battleground; 
to defend is to accept the issues as 
they have been pictured by others. 
In 1952, constant attack was an essen- 
tial feature of Republican plans, for 
Republican strategists hoped to arouse 
apathetic citizens. | 

Public relations men may serve candi- 
dates as “buildup boys” or, more 
modestly, simply as coaches. Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon’s 1952 defense of his po- 


|| 


litical fund has been a subject of great 
controversy ever since. Friends have 
emphasized its spontaneity; enemies, 
its “soap opera” calculation. 

Both versions have a substantial de- 
gree of truth. There is little doubt 
that Nixon prepared his own speech 
and that he delivered it only from 
notes. But there was also a background 
of careful preparation. 

Delivery of the speech was held up 
to allow public excitement to mount. 
Wording of the speech was carefully 
gone over with Nixon’s public relations 
adviser and his television consultant. 

Nixon and his managers were early 
in appreciating the subtle changes of 
style that are required if a new medium 
is to be used effectively. 

The method chosen to reach a group 
of voters will depend in part on the 
nature of the group. In Maryland's 
1950 senatorial campaign, a Chicago 
public relations man retained by Repub- 
lican candidate John M. Butler wanted 
to get his message before first genera- 
tion Catholic immigrants. He felt that 
Butler's pro-McCarthy appeals had a 
good chance of winning votes. 

One tactic he tried was to work 
through a popular bakery supply man 
who asked local bakers to put in a 
good word for candidate Butler with 
their customers. First generation im- 
migrants, he reasoned, had not deserted 
the bread of the old countries for the 
cellophane-wrapped product available at 
the supermarket. He could reach them 
at the bakery. 


In the Voter’s Environment 


To what extent do all the calculations 
of the public relations man end by 
winning votes? One of the more ironic 
facts about the deference candidates 
give to the public relations man’s opin- 
ions is that the latter can rarely show 
the extent to which he caused the 
voter’s decision. The voter’s environ- 
ment is filled with words and images. 
He casts his ballot. The relation between 
these two phenomena is rarely clear. 


Still, there is evidence, if not proof, 
of the value of public relations skill 
and knowledge. In the 1952 presiden- 
tial campaign, the Democrats scheduled 
regular half-hour spots from 10:30 to” 
11 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
The Republicans, acting on professional 
advice, placed their programs in periods 
usually taken by the most successful 
commercial shows. 

Nielsen ratings showed Eisenhower's 
speeches drew consistently larger audi- 
ences than Stevenson’s, except in the 
one case where Stevenson, too, fell heir 
to a popular feature’s time period. 

With the decline of political clubs 
and old-fashioned machines in all parts 


_of the country, the mass media have 


now emerged as the most important sin- 
gle road to political power. The pub- 
lic relations man who took early note 
is beginning to reap the rewards.

Apparently Grace Lewis 
was duly fascinated with the 
constantly changing panorama 
of her life with “Hal”—her 
private name for her husband

interesting and merely gar- 
rulous people. She does full 
justice, at least, to episodes 
such as tea with Bernard 
Shaw, lunch with Edith Whar- 
ton and dinner with Arnold 
Bennett as well as numerous 
other encounters with lesser 
known characters.

While this reflected Lewis's 
tendency to vivid overstate- 
ment it undoubtedly was some- 
where near the truth. Then 
and later Lewis suffered from 
the kind of loneliness that no 
human association could cure; 
but he never tired of seeking 
for it, 

If this brief summary em- 
phasizes only one aspect of 
“With Love From Gracie,” it 
is only because its author is 
qualified, above any other to 
.write about it. The book, 
however, is so far ranging and 
so filled with observations of 
people, places and events that 
it has all the force of a com- 
plete recall on the author's 
part.

Both 
sides were delighted and 
called it “a model -occupa- 
tion.” 

One little incident illus- 
trates the kind of atmosphere 
which existed for a time. A 
German officer, calling at the 
home of H. M.’s Attorney- 
General on Guernsey, took 
off his belt and revolver and 
hung them up in the hall. 
“Magor Sherwill remonstrated 
with him, saying he was 
afraid his children might get 
hold of the revolver and start 
playi = with it. ‘Don’t worry,’ 
said Dr. Brosch. ‘It’s not 
loaded.’ ”’ 

But that was only one small 
part of the story. For the 
rest, the authors tell of Is- 
landers who were arrested 
and perished miserably in 
German concentration camps; 
of informers and secret po- 
lice; and of all the other 
familiar features of Nazism; 
together with stories of the 
invincible courage of simple 
men as well as of varieties of 
human behavior in a situation 
of acute stress and trial.

HOMAS HART BENTON 
T was born in North Caro- 

lina in 1782, the year that 
also saw the birth of Martin 
Van Buren, John C. Calhoun, 
and Daniel Webster. He grew 
up in that state and there re- 
ceived his formal education, 
until he was expelled for 
thieving, from the state uni- 
versity in his first term. 


In 1800 he moved with his 
family to Tennessee. There 
he began a career in law, pol- 
itics, and the army. He was a 
member of 
the state leg- 
islature and a 
colonel dur- 
ing the In- 
dian Wars. 
Vigorous- 
ly ambitious, 
he constantly 
sought action 
and oppor- 
tunity for 
glory, but 
was ultimate- 
ly balked by a quarrel with 
Andrew Jackson that erupted 
finally into a shooting fracas, 
which ended with a bullet in 
Jackson’s arm and Benton's 
tumbling backwards down a 
flight of stairs. 


In 1815, at the close of the 
War of 1812, Benton moved 
on to Missouri. From then 
until the end of his long life, 
he devoted himself to gov- 
ernment. In spite of the ran- 
cors left by another duel, he 
became one of Missouri's first 
two senators, and held that 
office until 1851, always a 
dominating and controversial 
figure both in state and na- 
tional politics. Even after his 
defeat he continued to cam- 
paign for office, being elect- 
ed representative in 1852, de- 
feated for governor in 1856, 
and defeated for senator in 
1857. He was still being wide- 
ly proposed as a presidential 
candidate when he died early 
in 1858.

ENTON’S long career 
Bites spans the first half 

of this country’s history. 
Throughout, 
nized as a leader, though he 
had only one period of tri- 
umph, paradoxically the years 
of Jackson's administration. 
Jackson and Benton, their old 
quarrel worn away by time, 
formed an executive-legisia- 
tive team that carried the 
fight against the national 
bank and for hard money to 
its greatest success. 


If most histories now pay

more attention to Webster, 
Calhoun and Clay, that is 
largely because these men 
represented clearly definable 
extremes of opinion. Benton 
was apt to see a problem 
before it was widely recog- 
nized and to make his fight 
before the time for decision 
had arrived. He fought for 
annexing Texas twenty years 
before the Mexican War; he 
recognized the relation be- 
tween slavery and union 
while the Mexican War was 
being fought. 


An uncompromising fighter 
but an independent analyst, 
he seldom found himself 
clearly in one pqpular camp 
or the other. But in spite of 
the winds of current opinion 
and the pull of political loyal- 
ties, he steadily fought for 
worker and farmer, for west- 
ward expansion, and for 
union, and his later life found 
him able with increasing fre- 
quency to point proudly back 
to the ultimate wisdom of his 
early vision,

HE only criticism one can 
T make of Prof. Chambers’s 

book—he is Associate 
Professor of Political Science 
at Washington University—is 
that too frequently one loses 
the forest in the trees. Ben- 
ton’s thinking and parliamen- 
tary strategy are given in 
such detail that the reader, 
particularly when unfamiliar 
with the questions involved, 
loses the larger picture and 
the larger significance. 


At worst, however, this only 
slows the book..

S. LEWIS writes with 
C such clarity and techni- 
cal mastery that it 
would be difficult to misun- 
derstand even one sentence 
in this book. And yet, it is

the style; only to emerge 
with no more than a faint 
conception of the central 
idea, 


ant, so infrequently experi- 
enced that even the most 
lucid exposition may not be 
enough. Lewis is aware of 
the difficulty, and the tre- 
mendous effort he makes to 
be plain, through definitions, 
examples, and reiteration, is 
a lesson for any neophyte. 


Superficially, the book is 
an autobiography covering 
Lewis's boyhood in detail and, 
more generally, his service in 
World War I and subsequent 
years as a student at Oxford. 
On this level it is worth any- 
one’s time. As a scholar 
Lewis can be casual, occasion- 
ally inaccurate or downright 
wrong, but he can’t be dull. 
Even when he is dealing with 
the grubby horrors of the 
English public schools he 
writes with charm, perhaps 
because even as a boy he pos- 
sessed the intense inner life 
and the gently humorous de- 
tachment which made him 
more an observer than a par- 
ticipant or victim.

HE talent which has made 
T him a popular writer in 

such. disparate fields as 
child fiction, adult fantasies, 
literary criticism, and apolo- 
getics will cause almost any 
reader ta_wish the first haif 
of the book were longer. For 
another reason, the reader 
might wish the second half 
were either longer or differ- 
ent. Lewis tries to hold to 
his thesis: an explanation of 
how he possessed joy as a 
child without understanding 
it, how he lost it along with 
his faith as an adolescent, 
and how he recaptured it 
through his intellect as an 
adult, 


The autobiographical ap- 
proach is curtailed in favor 
of a discussion of the intel- 
lectual road leading to the 
author’s conversion to the 
Episcopal Church. The reader 
cantering pleasantly along is 
suddenly forced to go slowly. 
He is asked to think—a dar-

ing and usually unwelcome 
request from any writer. 

In this section Lewis's 
charm and skill in character- 
ization work almost to his 
disadvantage as character 
after character is introduced, 
sketched in only enough to 
be potentially interesting, and 
never mentioned again. More- 
over it leaves a feeling that a 
little more autobiographical 
and social detail would make 
the author’s conversion more 
understandable.

F course, steries about 

conversions have a way 

of being somewhat irri- 
tating anyhow, unless the con- 
vert has come into the read- 
er’s own camp. Sincere athe- 
ists regret that a good man 
has succumbed to what they 
regard as a ridiculous creed, 
Agnostics wonder a bit un- 
easily whether they have been 
remiss in not investigating 
the big question as intensely 
as the writer.

Shocker 
was one of the best, depend- 
ing heavily. on the _ spitter, 
and Sothoron, who was 
younger, volunteered to let 
Shocker put himself on the 
spitball list. Sothoron said he 
could get by on his fast ball 
and curve. 

“Well, it didn’t work out 
very well as the season start- 
ed. Sothoron was pounded 
pretty hard. And one of his 
teammates decided to lend 
a helping hand. 

“In those days the secre- 
tary was a man of many jobs, 
one of which was to send 
down three dozen balls to 
the umpires’ room for the 
day’s game. Early one morn- 
ing the clubhouse boy called 
for the three dozen and I 
gave it no thought at the 
time. But this is what hap- 

| pened. 
| “The helpful teammate sent 


| for the balls, took them out | 


of their cartons and « wrap- 
pings, and using a razor 
blade, made a neat incision 
in the cover, a couple of 
inches long, near the stitched 
seam.

A fresh supply of balls was 
called for and we didn’t hear 
any more about it until the 
next time the Browns were 
in Chicago. Then the entire 
team, except for the man- 
ager, but including the sec- 
retary, was summoned to 
Johnson’s office. One by one 
he asked the players what 
they knew about the cut 
baseballs. Each said he knew 
nothing and all but one were 
telling the truth.

Basilio rules an early bet- 
ting favorite, probably be- 
cause the thought is so wide- 
spread that the decision 
against him in Chicago was 
wrong. And he'll be fighting 
close to his own home town 
of Canastota. But whether 
that will help him is debata- 
ble. 

It was in Syracuse that 
Basilio came close to winning 
the 147-pound title from Kid 
Gavilan when he knocked the 
Kid down in a fight for the 
crown. It was one of the 
very few times in his career 
that Gavilan had been floored 
but he got the decision over 
Basilio, anyway. That verdict 
caused almost as much furor 
as the one in Chicago. 

Apparently it will be up to 
Saxton to score a knockout 
or to stop Basilio to end the 
argument. That, however, 
will take some doing. Car- 
men has lost 12 decisions in 
his rather lengthy career but 
he’s never been knocked out 
or stopped. 

Basilio, too, faces the stern 
necessity of stopping Saxton 
to win back the crown. He’s 
admittedly not the boxer that 
Johnny is and the way Sax- 
ton’s rapid-fire left hand rolls 
up the points for him may 
again make such an impres- 
sion on the officials that he'll 
gain the nod. 

Carmen has a better slug- 

ging average than Saxton. He 
has knocked out 22 opponents 
in gaining 48 victories for a 
percentage of .458 as against 
-Saxton’s 20 kayoes in 53 win- 
»ning bouts for a .377 mark. 
. In his boxing history, Basi- 
‘lio in 67 fights, won 43, in- 
cluding 22 by knockouts; 
dropped 12 decisions, drew 
seven times. Saxton in 59 
‘bouts, won 53, including 20 
by knockouts; lost four times 
-and drew twice. 

Johnny was knocked out 
once, by Tony De Marco in 
Boston in the fourteenth 
round, when Tony won the 
‘championship from him: 

One thing for sure, the 
‘bouts in the welterweight divi- 
sion in the past few years have 
been among the best in box- 
ing. First there was the 
knockout of Saxton by Tony 
De Marco, then the kayo of 
Tony by Basilio in 12 rounds 
and again a knockout by Ba- 
silio of Tony in 12 rounds, 
followed by Saxton’s point 
victory over Carmen. They 
were all rugged fights and the 
one coming up promises to be 
more of the same.

greatest contribution to the 
science of weather since the 
thermometer.” The Navy will 
use constellations equipped for 
the first time with a “drop- 
sonde,” a radio-equipped instru- 
ment parachuted into a storm. 

3. Two new long-range radar 
sets, capable of picking up a 
hurricane 250 miles away, have 
been installed at San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, and Nantucket, 
Mass., tying in with a similar 
set previously installed at Hat- 
teras, N.C., and 43 shorter 
range (about 125 miles) radar 
sets throughout the country. 
Other long-range radar equip- 
ment is on order, with delivery 
to begin in 1958. 

4. Several new stations have 
been established in the Gulf- 
Carribean area to receive re- 
ports from high-flying balloons 
which automatically transmit in- 
formation on atmospheric con- 
ditions by radio. The balloons 
are radar-tracked from the 
ground to plot wind direction 
and speed. 


New Research . 

In addition to new instru- 
ments, new research findings 
are expected to aid forecasters 
this year. 

Conrad Mook of the Weather 
Bureau has worked out a tech- 
nique designed to aid in fore- 
casting the position of a hurri- 
cane 24, 48 and 72 hours from 
a given time.

collecting such data as air tem- 
perature and the size of a rain 
droplet. An airborne “digital 
recording machine” will as- 
semble nine different kinds of 
data on punch cards for speedy | 
computing. 

2. Rocket program — stage 
rockets, carrying two movie. 


cameras in a nose cone, will 
make panoramic movies of a 
hurricane from heights up to 
70 miles. 

Circulation Pattern. 

“If we are lucky,” sald 
meteorologist Arthur Johnson, 
“we'll get the cloud pattern and 
the circulation pattern—that is, 
how the storm pattern fits into 
the surrounding environment.” 

Tying in with this, Navy 
scientists expect to launch 
camera-carrying “hurricoons” 
from the east coast in advance 
of a hurricane. The balloons, 
under radio control up to 80,000 
feet, would swing back toward 
the coast under pressure of the 
high-altitude wind reversal 
which occurs in summer, and 
take pictures while passing over 
the hurricane. 

Project scientists exp. t even- 
tually .to experiment with a 
“hurricane beacon,” a balloon 
equipped with a radio transmit- 
ter and designed to be dropped 
from the bomb bay of an air- 
plane into the “eye” of a hurri- 
cane and float at a constant 
altitude. 

“If it stayed in the eye and 
floated along with the storm 
in that position,” said Johnson, 
“we'd have a new way of track- 
ing a hurricane. We'd be able 
to pick up its radio signals from 
a distance, thus doing away with 
the costly reconnaissance by 
aircraft.” 

Cloud Seeding Planned. 

Project scientists also have 
tentative plans to do some 
“cloud seeding” with dry ice 
to determine whether a hurrti- 
cane can be diverted. The idea 
is to set off a freezing reaction 
in the moisture-laden hurricane 
winds, in hope that the result- 
ing release of heat would upset 
the pattern of energy which 
moves the storm and causes it 
to veer. 

Scientists of the Woods Hole 
(Mass.) Oceanographic Institu- 
tion will conduct an extensive 
exploration of part of the ocean 
from a specially converted coast 
guard cutter, the first ever 
converted for hurricane use. 

Woods Hole researchers say 
up to now very little oceano- 
graphic-meteorological research 
has been done in the tropics 
during the hurricane season be- 
cause research vessels shun the 
area. 

But now, says Dr. Columbus 
O’D. Iselin, senior project scien- 
tist, “We hope to witness the 
start of a hurricane.”

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The red giants spew out their 
own matter at a prodigious rate, 
creating the clouds of gases and 
dust and elements out of which 
new stars—and even new plan- 
ets—can be formed. 

And occasionally a star per- 
ishes by explosion, bursting as 
a super-nova several million 
times more brilliant than the 
sun, In every galaxy or Milky 
Way family of stars, this hap- 
pens about once every few cen- 
turies. 

Some stars, like our own sun, 
are easy going and live slowly. 

Compared with other stars 
our own sun is relatively feeble. 
Some stars are 10 to 100,000 
times more brilliant. 

Astronomers estimate our) 
sun has been burning at nearly 
the same rate since the universe 
began some 5 to 6 billion years 


ago. 

In all this time it has proba- 
bly used up only 3 per cent 
of all its hydrogen, convertipg 
it into helium and radiating 
heat and light in the nuclear 
fusion which is the basis of 
the H-bomb reaction. 

And it appears, Dr. Sandage 
says, that the sun can keep 
going for another 10 billion 
years. By then, it will have 
used up about 10 per cent of 
its hydrogen, and then will ex- 
pand into a red giant. The sur- | 
face of the sun will then reach 
out to the orbit of the earth, |

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Tracing the life histories of 
stars is a complex task. It is 
done not only by photographs 
of distant or relatively nearby 
clusters of stars and galaxies, 
but by spectrographic studies 
to learn chemical composition, 
by analysis of brightness, tem- | 
peratures, color magnitude, and | 
the distribution of stars. All| 
these findings indicate the old- | 
est stars are no more than five | 
to six billion years old. 

The rate of burning of a star, 
in regard to its mass, allows 
estimates of how long it can 
keep burning that way, and es- 
timates of how. long it has been 
burning.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8. 

OMETIME ‘this month a 

group of young Japanese 

women, the last remaining 
of the 25 “Hiroshima Maidens” 
who were brought to the United 
States in May of 1955 for sur- 
gical treatment, will leave New 
York for their homeland. Their 
departure will mark the end of 
a long series of corrective op- 
erations at Manhattan’s Mount 
Sinai Hospital, where for 15 
months three of America’s top 
plastic surgeons worked without 
fee to remold disfigured faces 
and restore mobility to stiffened 
necks, legs, arms and fingers 
seared in the fiery blast of the 
first atomic bombs ever dropped 
on human beings. 

To the doctors who carried 
out the long, arduous program 


_ of surgery, the some 150 opera- 


- tions they performed were “just 
routine.” And they point out 
because the injuries. were 


that 
10 years old — the bomb fell. 


Aug, 6, 1945—certain of those 
injuries could be only partially 
corrected. But to the Hiroshima 
Maidens, some of whom willing- 
ly submitted to as many as 10 
operations, the ,results have 
been miraculous. 

“My left eyelid would not 
close,” 24-year-old Terue Take- 
da said. ““Now my left eye is the 
same as the right. I cannot put 
this joy in words.” 

“The improvement on my 
face has been wonderful,” 
smiled Keiko Kawasaki, who in 
the years after the bomb never 
ventured out of her home with- 
out a mask to hide her disfig- 
ured face. “My parents will be 
so happy.” 

“The doctors reshaped my 
lips and now my whole facial 
expression is more like it was 
and I am happy.” said 24-year- 
old Masako Wada. 

While’ surgery erased at least 
partially for some of the giris, 
hideous facial scars, others 
benefited by operations de- 
signed to restore the use of 
legs, arms and fingers. 

Hideko Suminmura was only 
nine years old when flash burns 
from the atomic bomb seared 
her legs so badly that she found 
it difficult to walk after the 
flesh had healed. 

“Now,” she says, “I find it 
much easier to walk and I can 
even bend my knees without 
straining my ankles.” 

For 25-year-old Atsuko Yama- 
moto, surgery has restored the 
use of the fingers of both her 
badly burned hands. 

“I even have hopes if possible 
to open a little restaurant as a 
means of self support and to be 
able maybe to do something for 
others,” she smiled.

Maidens started in Septem- 
ber 1953 when American editor 
(The Saturday Review) Norman 
Cousins who was traveling in 
Japan came upon the girls in 
Hiroshima’s Nagaragawa Meth- 
odist Church. The girls, most of 
whom had been in a school in 
Hiroshima within a mile of 
ground zero on the day the 
first atom bomb was dropped, 
had formed their own church 
group out of common misery. 
Championed by Japanese-born, 
American-educated Methodist 
minister, the Rev. Kiyoshi Tani- 
moto, who was one of the key 
figures in John Hershey’s fa- 
mous book “Hiroshima,” the 
girls, crippled and disfigured, 
had come to all but shun’ so- 
ciety outside their own homes 
and their church. 

Some of the girls in the group 
had already been to Tokyo and 
Osaka for some plastic surgery, 
but since Japan has never been 
able to look after its thousands 
of. atom bofnb sufferers to this 
very day,, the Rev. Mr. Tani- 
moto knew he could never se- 
cure all the help his Hiroshima 
Maidens needed. 

Cousins, who had originated 
the “moral adoption” plan un- 
der which American families 
“adopt Japanese orphans 
through the Hiroshima Peace 
Center Associates, proposed

Three of the nation’s foremost 
surgeons, Dr. Arthur Barsky, 
Dr. Bernard Simon and Dr. 
Sidney Kahn volunteered their 
services, without fee. Housing 
and hospitality were offered in 
the Quaker homes of members 
of the New York Friends Cen- 
ter and the last difficulty was 
disposed of when the United 
States Air Force volunteered 
to fly the Hiroshima Maidens 
to New. York, 

More than a year and a half 
after the project was first con- 
sidered, 25 of the Hiroshima 
Behind 
were left an almost equal num- 
ber; cases that American doc- 
tors who had visited Japan de- 
cided could not be helped 
through plastic surgery. Finally 
in the chilly early hours of a 
May morning in 1955, the spe- 
cially chosen young women 
stepped from an Army plane 
at Mitchel Air Force ,Base on 
Long Island. The girls present- 
ed a pitiful spectacle as they 
came down the steps of the 
plane. This reporter, who was 
on hand for their arrival, could 
only describe them as looking 
like so many “disfigured dolls.” 

Visibly shaken by a somewhat 
turbulent 6700-mile flight from 
their homeland and uncertain of 
what lay before them, the girls 
the next day began to prepare 
for their year of great adven- 
ture, a year in which many of 
them would undergo surgery

not once or twice but many 
times.

A RRIVING, most of them had

“I think every one of the 
girls received a new lease on 
life.during this past year,” says 
Mrs. Ida Day, hospitality coor- 
dinator for the Friends. “But 
there is also another side to 
the picture. We who have been 
privileged to have the girls live 
in our homes during the weeks 
when they were not confined to 
the hospital have enjoyed one 
of the richest and most mean- 
ingful experiences of our lives.

HE Quaker “parents” of the 

Hiroshima Maidens boast of 

their “daughters” just as 
they do of their own children. 
One tells the story of the time 
her girl returned from the hos- 
pital following a second opera- 
tion that freed her fingers and 
hands from the contractions and 
deformation caused by the burns. 
The girl promptly found a pen- 
cil and sketch pad and went 
outside to sketch the house 
“that had given her friendship.” 

Another girl returned to her 
Quaker home after surgery and 
began to paint. One day she 
sold a paintirig and insisted on 
turning the money over to 
Mount Sinai Hospital. 

Still another Quaker found 
that her girl had a talent for 
dress design. Because of her 
skill that girl has been awarded 
a scholarship to a New York 
school of design and may re- 
main in this country for a year 
or two to study. 

There are many other stories, 
such as that of the Hiroshima 
Maiden who during her stay 
here learned Braille typewriting 
so that she can work with the 
blind after her return to Japan; 
of the two girls who developed 
in the past year a talent for 
making ceramic jewelry and 
who hope to buy their own kiln 
and other modest equipment 
and start a business in Japan.

The same girl who early 
in the project told the surgeons 
not to worry about the fact that 
they couldn’t give her a new 
face because “something has 
already healed her inside” later 
volunteered to forego additional 
surgery in order to spend more 
time at school. She pointed to 
her head, and said, ‘What it 
knows inside should be more 
important than what it shows 
outside.’ ” 

Perhaps the most understand- 
ing—and certainly the most pic- 
turesque—description of the 
great change that has come over 
the Hiroshima Maidens was 
given by Mrs. Helen Yokoyama, 
who accompanied the girls to 
the United States to act as 
nurse, interpreter and confidart. 

“When they arrived here they 
were like little puppies that had 
been beaten and then left out in 
the rain,” American-born Mrs. 
Yokoyama said. “They were 
scared. But the day came when 
they weren't scared any more 
and pretty soon they were actu- 
ally blooming. It wasn’t all due 
to surgery. It was the love that 
was given to these girls here.” 

— * *® 
NLY one real heartache has 
marred the stay of the Hiro- 
shima Maidens. On May 24, 
Tomako Nakabayashi, 26 years 
old, died of “an unexpected car- 
diac arrest during surgery.” An 
autopsy showed there was no 
evidence of damage to vital or- 
gans caused by atomic radiation. 

During their stay here, prac- 
tically all of the Hiroshima 
Maidens became ardent baseball 
fans. Many of them also fell in 
love with the game of table 
tennis. And they found Ameri- 
can customs in general fascinat- 
ing and quite to their liking. 

“Only three things about 
America they could not under- 
stand,” Mrs. Yokoyama laughed 
softly as she talked of how 
“Americanized” many of her 
girls had become. 

“The girls will never under- 
stand what they call your ‘bar- 
baric’ habit of gnawing corn off 
a cob or why you stand up at 
buffet suppers or why Ameri- 
can men are so courteous to 
their wives. 

“The girls say it will never 
be believed back in Japan when 
they tell how the master in 
America holds the door open 
for women and how the man of 
the family actually helps his 
wife wash the dishes.”

Hundreds ef girls manage to 
live on this budget, just the 
same, generally by banding to- 
gether and sharing room and 
board expenses with three, four 
or even five other girls. 


And other hundreds keep 
coming to New York every day, 
in spite of the discouraging ca- 
reer and budget statistics. 

One typical small-town girl 
heading for New York summed 
up why. Said 19-year-old Shar- 
on Dolan of Traverse City, 
Mich., when she was being in- 
terviewed as Michigan’s “Cherry 
Queen of 1956,” “I’m coming to 
New York to make good. I've 
heard how tough it is, and I 
worry about it—but I'm still 
going to try.” 

So for girls who would come, 
despite the odds, the soundest 
advice is: 


Be ready to “suffer” for 
your art, or your ambition. 
Don't expect to be tipped by 
the golden wand without a 
struggle. Above all, don't fig- 
ure vour money too close. Keep 
enough aside for the return 
trip home—just in case.

| Charette Creek Tour 


Road Near St. Lovis Winds Through Unspoiled 
Countryside, Offers Varied and Engaging Views 


Rolling farmlands gently unfold from an eroded 
gully, foreground, to the tree-covered hills at rear. 
The view is,from Highway 47 near Marthasville. 
Some farm homes on the tour route predate the Civil 
War, and old red-brick churches along the way show 
imprint of German immigrants of the 1830s and 1840s.

BOUT 65 MILES WEST of St. Louis an unmarked, 
trail-like road meanders along a quiet creek 
called Charette and hospitably gives those who

green lining and winds among fertile fields on well- Map shows tour route. All roads are paved except 
tended farms.

hills. Three times on its casual, 15-mile course the 
road crosses the creek at well-established fords, five 
times more at bridges. 

In Warren County, where it lies, the graveled 
byway is known only as Charette Creek road. The 
stream’s name came from an early-day village of 
Creole and Anglo-American settlers known as La 
Charette (the cart), which in 1804 consisted of seven 
houses. Later the Missouri River washed away the 
settlement site, leaving only the creek to carry the 
name through the years. Prophetic of the creek’s 
durability were the words of J Young, founder of - 
Marthasyille, who in 1817. described it as a “bold and 
lasting stream.” In that same era Daniel Boone hunted 
game along its banks. 

A drive along Charette Creek road can be a rustic 
mid on of a 140-mile round trip from St. Louis. The 
road is best reached from State Highway 47, about 
five miles northwest of Marthasville. It goes north off 
Highway 47 just west of a bridge carrying the state 
route across Charette Creek. The drive on Highway

Louisiana Opens World's Longest Bridge 


Lake Pontchartrain Causeway at'New Orleans Spans 23.8 Miles of Water, Cost $46,000,000 


The world’s longest overwater bridge, Louis- 
iana’s recently opened Pontchartrain Cause- 
way, stretches over the placid surface of Lake 
Pontchartrain and disappears on the distant 
horizon. A ribbon of concrete supported on 
4500 concrete piles, the $46,000,000 toll bridge 
spans 23.83 miles of water, connecting New

LIA KAZAN AND BUDD SCHULBERG, director and writer who shot 
their last motion picture on a murky Hoboken dock, chose the 
pleasant town of Piggott, in northeast Arkansas, as a set for their 

latest film collaboration. 

The earlier production, “On the Waterfront,” a portrayal of labor 
racketeering in a longshoremen’s union, won the Academy Award for 
the best movie of 1954. Its success played an important part in a trend 
that is sending motion picture crews in ever increasing numbers to 
communities throughout America for real - life settings. 

Schulberg’s and Kazan’s new movie, "A Face in the Crowd,” 
traces the rapid rise to national TV fame and the tragic fall of Lone- 
some Rhodes, a fictional guitar-strumming Arkansas folk singer and 
cracker- barrel philosopher. He is discovered by a Piggott radio sta- 
tion, and fame quickly propels him to Memphis and then New York. 

In the process, Lonesome loses his humility and is led to believe 
he holds enough power over the nation to put a President in office. 
His career ends when he unknowingly voices over a nation - wide net- 
work his contempt for his fans. The film is intended as an indictment 
of the build-up system by which television performers are credited 
with abilities beyond that of entertaining. 

While filming away from the studio lends authenticity to movies 
and is by no means harmful in promoting attendance, it does create 
certain casting and logistics problems. In Piggott, 100 dogs were , 
needed for a scene at the town jail. The word was spread through the ~ 
community of 3000 population, which repeatedly had been able to 
meet the film company’s needs. 

When only 40 dogs were brought in, an investigation revealed 
that many young Piggott dog owners had the impression the dogs — 
not the scene—would b> shot at the jail. A kennel at West Plains, 
Missouri, more than overcame the dog deficit, and the scene went off 
well, but hours were spent afterward separating the West Plains dogs 
from the Piggott dogs. 

Aside from the down -to- earth friendliness of staff and cast mem- 
bers, Piggott remembers them for just such hours of trying labor. 
Notions that movie folk lead a soft, luxurious life were dispelled. Mak- 
ing pictures, the townspeople observed, takes toil as well as skill. 
During the two - week stay in Piggott, the 80- member company worked 
early and late. At times the temperature stood at the 100 mark, but 
there was no letup in the pace. 

From Piggott the crew went to Memphis to shoot the midpoint of 
Lonesome’s career, then to New York where work is under way on the 
rest of the movie, scheduled for release next spring by Warner Brothers. 

Besides their film-making experience and the prospect of seeing 
themselves in a picture, Piggott residents will have a permanent re- 
minder of this summer's activities. -In exchange for the community's 
efforts in getting a crowd of several thousand for one scene, Producer- 
Director Kazan put up the $8502 check for a filtration plant for the 
municipal swimming pool. It had been closed by health authorities 
for lack of a water purification system, and with no movie-making on 
the schedule for next summer the people in Piggott will have more 
time for swimming.

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T. LOUIS HAS MADE STRIKING gains in the fight against decay. 
Slums no longer form a solid ring around the downtown business 
district, choking the heart of the city. Bulldozers have broken 

through and plowed wide gaps to the north, south, east and west, 
clearing 127 blocks for housing projects, parks, playgrounds, schools. 

Public housing has spearheaded the movement. Five projects 
have been completed. A sixth, Joseph M. Darst Apartments, will open 
in a few days, and a seventh is under construction. 

edevelopment now has reached the stage where business men 
are ready to invest millions of dollars in private enterprises. One 
group is pony in blighted land along the Mississippi riverfront ‘in 
north St. to develop a new industrial district. Another group 
hopes to start construction of a $17,000,000 private housing project in 
the Plaza area next year. 

Under the im of this war on blight, St. Louis is beginning to 
take on a new look. Dilapidated tenements are being replaced by im- 
posing apartment buildings which stand out on the sky line with 
gleaming facades. Air, sunlight, off-street parking and expanses of 
seeaah aa Sceaaibien ot Aoalinan al careoaienananiad te Makita tame oon 
to overcrowding. Children’s is shifting from streets and alleys 
to recreation areas equipped for organized games. Vacant lots over- 
grown with weeds and littered with debris are disappearing. So are 
outdoor toilets; there were 12,000 in the city when the Minimum Hous- 
ing Standards Ordinance was passed in 1948, but now fewer than 
1000 are left. 


Less striking but lly important changes are taking place 
in neighborhoods where houding is old yet still sound. Here decay is 
being attacked with preventive measures instead of the surgery of 
slum clearance. The city is making street improvements, developing 
small parks while it calls on residents to fix up their homes. 

The Federal Public Housing Administration, which distributes aid 
authorized Congress among communities hout the country, 
has allocated St. Louis 9200 apartments. To date units have been 
completed, 1320 are under construction, 1474 have been authorized but

reservation for future development. 

The first lic housing projects here were completed 
Carr illage, on 24 acres between Fifteenth and Eighteenth, 
Cole and Biddle streets, provided 658 apartments at a cost of $3,635,- 
702. Clinton Peabody Terrace redeveloped 27 acres between Four- 
teenth and Grattan streets, Park and Chouteau avenues. Its 657 units 
cost $3,580,355. 

The projects created a stir with their modern facilities and low 
rents. Private inside toilets and baths; electricity for lighting and gas 
for cooking; no coal stoves, but centralized steam ; plenty of light 
and air, with at least two exposures for every apartment; creas 
for children, and no through streets to bring in traffic hazards; grounds 
landscaped with grass, flowers and trees—slum dwellers found it hard 
to believe that all this could be had at rents of $30 a month or less. 

It was made possible by government subsidy based upon the con- 
viction that all citizens have a right to decent housing. 

World War II delayed completion John J. Cochran Garden 
Apartments, the third project, until 1953. To accommodate more fam- 
ilies in the acute shortage and to preserve openness in a site 
restricted to 18 acres, this $9,200,000 switched from row houses 
of two and three stories to tall buildings providing 704 apartments.

$17,334,000 project of 1238 apartments on 25 acres between Twelfth 
and Fourteenth streets, Chouteau and Lafayette avenues. It is being 
developed in two stages, with 660 units nearing completion. A new 
design of Y-shaped structures provides breezeway sitting areas on 
each . Elevators in the nine-story buildings will operate on a

EW IDEAS IN DESIGN of public housing were 
introduced in the John J. Cochran Garden 
Apartments. To make tenants feel that they 

are living in a home and not an institution, the 
architects emphasized residential tone and played 
down aspects of regimentation in a number of ways. 

The site, acquired prior to World War II for a 
project of 550 units, covered only 18 acres, but the 
postwar housing shortage made it necessary to 
accommodate a much larger number in the same 
limited space. The only way this could be accom- 
plished without sacrificing openness was to use tall 
buildings. 

' The firm of Hellmuth, Yamasaki & Leinweber 
worked out a design for 704 apartments in 12 build- 
ings which leaves 88.5 per cent of the site free of 
structures. Of the open space, 28 per cent is 
allocated to playgrounds, nearly 40 per cent for 
lawn area, 10 per cent for plants, 3 per cent for sit- 
ting, and the balance for walks and parking. 

The red brick buildings have curving paths 
between them, are oriented to give apartments pri- 
vacy and catch the summer breeze. Heights are 
varied: Six buildings have six stories, two are 
seven-story structures, four have 12 floors. Individ- 
ual porches and brightly painted balcony doors are 
other features.

My ‘adventure in faith

After two and a half days of anxiously watch- 
ing a great forest fire shift its course before 
variable winds, we finally knew that it was 
headed for Bar Harbor, Me., one of Amer- 
ica’s famous “last resorts.” It was October 
23, 1947. 

Concerned as | was about my own home 
and those of many friends and associates, 
there was a greater threat that grasped and 


Laboratory, which | had directed for 18 
years, since my retirement as president of the 
University of Michigan and as managing di- 
rector of the American Cancer Society. 

In its wood-framed, brick-faced building 
was a great center of research on cancer and 
other aspects of abnormal growth. There 
were 30 unique and priceless strains of “con- 
trol” mice, some 90,000 animals which had 
been inbred and studied from 100 to 200 
generations —a period equal to 2,000 to 
4,000 years of human life. 

We had sent foundation stocks of these 
mice to medical researchers all over the world 
for studies on cancer, leukemia, influenza, 
yellow fever, rabies and many other diseases. 
These inbred mice allowed any scientist to 
repeat his own work accurately or to check 
that of others by the use of similar animals. 
We were raising some 500,000 per year, and 
were distributing many of them to workers 
in some 350 other institutions. 

Now, as the fire swept viciously toward 
Bar Harbor and our laboratory, it was clear 
that nearly 20 years of basic research — with 
all the money, effort and dedication involved 
— was doomed. 

I stood and watched helplessly as the roar- 
ing fire, driven by a 60-mile gale, ate its way

held me. This was the menace to the Jackson - 


through everything before it. And I must 
confess that my thoughts, both selfishly and 
unselfishly, were largely on my mice. Eigh- 
teen years of dedicated effort — all was van- 
ishing in flame. 

The next day, still a littke dazed over the 
loss, I had a telephone call from the late 
James Rowland Angell, former president ot 
both the Jackson Laboratory and Yale Uni- 
versity. “Come off it, Pete,” he said in his 
usual cheery voice. “Don‘t let it get you. This 
is a challenge ... and you're about to expe- 
rience something great — an adventure in 
faith!” 

Sure enough, in the days that followed, 
words df encouragement and offers of sup- 
port came from directors of world-famous 
institutions. 

And then came what we'd scarcely dared 
hope for: letters, cables and radiograms 
from researchers all over the world to whom 
we'd sent out mice. “Are transmitting 100 of 
strain C-57 black by air express today,” read 
one from Detroit. “Expect arrival of fifty 
C-3-H,” went another from California. 
Others came from Canada, from London. 

Today, as a result of this support, with 
twice the number of strains we originally had 
and over double the mouse colony, | am 
gratefully retiring from the active director- 
ship of Jackson to devote myself primarily to 
raising a now-lacking endowment for it. The 
laboratory, thanks to its-friends, is today 
much better and more effective than it was 
before the fire. But, whatever befalls me, I'll 

never forget Jim Angell’s words: “Don’t let 
it get you, Pete — you're about to experience 
a great adventure in faith.” 

He was right. I did. -

New studies of red 


planet may bring 


iS rocket voyage closer. ie

NEW YORK. 

This week astronomers the world over are making 
round-the-clock observations of Mars with more 
than their customary interest. Two days ago, the 
red planet reached a point in space just over 35 
million miles from Earth, which is almost as close 
as it can come. And tomorrow, Mars will be in 
opposition — in a straight line with the sun and 
Earth. 

Astronomers thus are getting their best chance 
since 1924 (and there won't be another like it 
until 1971) for a good look at this mystifying 
celestial neighbor of ours. Increased knowledge is 
involved; so are possible practical reasons. A 
rocket trip to Mars is no longer in the realm of 
sheer fantasy, though it probably is still a long 
way off. What astronomers are observing this 
week may be bringing it a lot closer. 

Despite centuries of study, our knowledge of 
Mars is actually quite meager, and many Martian 
mysteries will not be solved until we have actually 
set foot on Martian soil. Past Studies, however. 
have not gone to waste. 

We can see the planet clearly enough to dis- 
tinguish definite -surface features. The reddish 
“continents” are believed to be vast sandy deserts. 
Dark regions known as “maria” because they 
were thought to be oceans are now known to be 
dry land. Only a little more than half the size of 
our own planet, Mars has changing seasons and 
white polar caps. (Due to Martian spring; the 
south cap now is melting and presumably irri- 
gating arid areas, causing a darkening effect which 
may reflect sprouting plant life.) It has a very 
limited atmosphere, and those famous “canals.” 


And Away We Go 


What will it be like to travel to Mars in a rocket 
ship? Assuming engineering problems have all 
been solved, we must plan on a round trip to 
take as long as two years, hurtling through some 
735 million miles of interplanetary space (the 
route would have to trace a long, complicated 
trajectory and not a simple straight line), mclud- 
ing a change of ships at a satellite space station 
orbiting around the earth. 

Once we shoot into outer space, everything 
becomes weightless. This is because the ship is 
traveling in a path where gravitational force is 
as nearly “balanced” as possible. The crew has 
to be strapped to seats or bunks to keep from 
floating around. Small things like pencils and 
eating utensils must be held in special clamps — 
even food has to be held down on the plates. 

These annoyances, however, will be nothing 
compared to the boredom of the trip. Bear in 
mind that the scenery throughout remains change- 
less black space with the same stars in the same 
positions day after day, week after week, month 
after month. And you're inside the ship with no 
place to go. 

And there’s no sound. Without air to cut 
through, there is dead silence outside — and the 
illusion that the ship is motionless, even though 
you're traveling at fantastic speed. The only proof

of movement is the fact that Earth, moon and 
sun appear to grow smaller as they recede, and 
Mars looms larger and larger. 

Are there any dangers? The biggest one is the 
possibility of being hit by any of thousands of 
meteoric fragments flying erratically through 
space. The laws of probability, however, may 
calm your fears — since the space we are in 1s 
limitless and most of it unoccupied. 

Landing on Mars will mean carrying our own 


. supply of air, for Martian atmosphere is 400 thin 


to breathe and probably contains no oxygen. Tem- 
peratures also run to extremes — with a pleasant 
50 to 77 degrees Fahrenheit at noon in the 
warmer places dropping to about 60 below zero 
after dark. But there is much about Mars to re- 
mind us of home. 

The Martian day, for instance, is only 37 min- 
utes longer than ours, with familiar sunrises and 
sunsets. Mars has a tilted axis and therefore four 
seasons. These last twice as long as—ours, since 


Mars takes two years to circle the sun in an ellip- 
tical orbit.

Questions of Food and Drink 


Water is scarce, and probably there is no food 
supply (unless there is plant life nourishing to 
Earthling stomachs}. And a real danger to life 
and limb — and possibly the ship — will be the 
giant sandstorms which rage across the vast Mar- 
tian deserts. 

Because of the thin atmosphere, our view of 
the sky is magnificent. An observatory on Mars 
will tell us things about the stars and universe 
we couldn't learn on Earth. The visible pattern 
of stars is the same, of course: though the trip 
has taken us millions of miles, we’re still within 
our celestial “back yard.” We'd have to go bil- 
lions and billions of miles farther to effect any 
change in the sky picture. 

And “home” too, will be up there in the sky — 
the brilliant bluish globe attended by its yellow- 
ish satellite: the earth-moon system, seen on the 
Martian horizon as a morning and ‘evening 

“twin.” 

Mars itself has two moons. Deimos, the lesser, 
is more distant, looking much like a star. It 
goes around in a little more than a day. Phobos, 
the larger one, rises in the west and circles the 
sky three times a day at sufficient speed to keep 
it from falling on Mars. It’s only 3,000 miles from 
the surface of the planet, and we'll find it the big- 
gest and brightest object (except the sun) in the 
Martian sky. 

Our trip will solve once and for all the mystery 
of the “canals” — which at least one noted as- 
tronomer (Percival Lowell) firmly believed were 
built by Martian engineers. Today many think 
they are merely darker areas of color (possibly 
of vegetation) — or even an optical illusion. 

Meanwhile we can only ponder this and other 
questions and hope that our intensive observations 
during these few months will tell us new things 
about Mars — things that will eventifally make 
this imaginary rocket trip a reality. *

What I learned from

I was a passenger on the Andrea Doria. 

Today, looking back on that terrible 
night off Nantucket, I know that in a way 
I profited from it. For I learned something 
which gave me a new feeling about my 
fellow-man. 

Of course I recall the frightening crunch 
of the Stockholm against our ship, the 
twisted steel, the shouts in the night, the 
fear born out of not knowing exactly what 
would happen to us. But even more vividly 
I remember the amazing strength and 
calm of the passengers and crew. 

They taught me that within most human 
beings lies a great resource, normally un- 
tapped, but there, waiting, to be sum- 
moned up in moments of stress. Call it 
strength, courage —- whatever it is, it pulls 
us through against the longest odds. 

The last night out on the Doria, I was 


‘attending the “gala,” an end-of-the-voyage 


party in the ballroom on an upper deck. 
Some of us were singing Arrivederci 
Roma. Then it came — a crashing, crush- 
ing impact. 

All of us knew that something horrible 
had happened. One thought ran from mind 
to mind: The ship is in trouble. Yet there 
was little hysteria. People set out, hur- 
riedly but without panic, to do what they 
could for themselves or others. 

1 kicked off my pumps — on a listing 
ship, high heels are absolutely no help — 
and started running down, deck by deck, 
to the cabin where my Dickie and his 
nurse, Grace Els, were sleeping. 

A sailor grabbed at me, fearing perhaps 
that I had panicked. Somehow I managed 
to get away. ({ must have knocked him 
for a loop!) Then I ripped my sheath dress 
up the back, so I could move about more 
freely. 

i got to Dickie and Miss Els — thin, 


gray-haired, a tower of strength. I brought. 


them up to the listing boat deck and bar- 
ricaded them with life preservers and 
blankets from our beds so they would not 


slip and roll down the deck. My calmness 
surprised me then — and now, in retro- 
spect, it surprises me even more. 

But I was not the only one who, con- 
sciously or not, was calling on his inner 
strength. I could not point to a single indi- 
vidual and cite him as a “hero.” But I got 
a great feeling of confidence and reasur- 
ance from what I saw. 

I remember a waiter who, in the midst 
of everything, heated milk and distributed 
it to mothers of small children. — 

I remember a ship’s musician who went 
from passenger to passenger, ministering 
to the needs of each. 

I remember our own Miss Els, who, on 
receiving a violent blow on the elbow, not 
only did not cry. out, but didn’t even 
mention it. 

After I built the little blanket “trench”. 
for her and Dickie, I lay down with them. 
I put my arms over my head and thought: 
I may have to swim with Dickie; I'll need 
all my strength. Then, restlessly sitting up. 
I spotted a deflated party balloon on the 
deck~I blew it up, gave it to Dickie and 
told him that we were going on a picnic. 

Minutes later, a young sailor — I'll 
never forget him either — calmly tied 
Dickie to his back and took him down a 
ladder to a waiting lifeboat. I followed, but 
apparently the lifeboat was full. It pulled 
away before I could get in. 

As I stood there, Dickie held the bal- 
loon in one hand, waved to me with the 
other. “Picnic,” he called. “Picnic!” 

Later I learned that Dickie had been 
taken to the Stockholm, where total strang- 
ers took wonderful care of him — another 
act of kindness I'll always remember — 
until we were reunited the next day. 

Finally, Miss Els and I were put aboard 
a lifeboat from the lle de France. It was 
all over for us, and for the Andrea Doria 
— all except the realization of the won- 
derful inner quality which had turned 
tragedy into a lifelong lesson for me.

VER THE PAST few years here, a 
QO number of former Fidos have 
suddenly been renamed 
“Médor,” the name French children 
often pick for their dogs. Several Tab- 
bys have become “Minet.” Only the 
pets have ‘been surprised; parents of 
grade-school children recognize the in- 
fluence of TV’s Anne Slack and her 
local Monday-morning program,‘ Fun 
with French. Each week, their children 
watch Mrs. Slack on classroom sets as 
she leads them through games, dances 
and songs with French dialogue. Five 
days a week, in regular classes, they- 
are told to go to the blackboard, open 
the door, sit at their desks — all in 
French. 

The bulk of parents, in fact, are de- 
lighted that the grade schools here are 
teaching their 6-to-12-year-olds a sec- 
ond language when they are most ripe 
for it, thanks to a gift for mimicry, a 
lack of shyness and nothing to unlearn. 
And these parents believe — rightly — 
that Schenectady elementary schools, 
along with a handful elsewhere, supply 
a lone bright spot in an otherwise dis- 
mal picture of language teaching in the 
US. 

Oddly, as America expands its world 
horizons, the study of languages falls 
into lower and lower repute. Before 
World War I, 41 per cent of high- 
school students studied a foreign lan- 
guage. Today, latest statistics put the 
figure at 14 per cent. More than half 
our high schools offer no foreign lan- 


guage at all; in 14 states, less than one 
in four does. And in the whole nation, 
only 58 high-school students, at last 
count, were studying Russian — pos- 
sibly the most important language of 
all at the moment. 

And the outlook for the immediate 
future is only slightly brighter. 

This famine of linguistic Americans 
has hamstrung the State Department, 
the U.S. Infomation Service and gov- 
ernment agencies dealing with the rest 
of the world. “The U.S. today carries 
new responsibilities in many quarters 
of the globe,” Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles has said. “We are at a 
serious disadvantage because of the 
difficulty of finding persons who can 
deal with the foreign-language prob- 
lem. Interpreters are no substitute.” 

Other prominent men lament the 
lack of language training. “It would be 
difficult for me to state too strongly the 
advantages of a thorough grounding in 
the modern languages,” says Judge 
Harold R. Medina of the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Presidential adviser 
Bernard Baruch adds: “I strongly fa- 
vor strengthening the language require- 
ments in our schools and colleges.” 

Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, former 
Under Secretary of State, has touched 
on another problem: “The pursuit of 
our private commercial and cultural 
relations ... would be improved by a 
more widespread and intensive study 
of foreign languages by our people.”

into vast new world markets, has been 
crying for employes who speak other 
languages. Often, an applicant with a 
mastery of other languages can write his 
own ticket. Even at home, language be- 
comes important in the industrial world: 
the emphasis on science requires em- 
ployes who can use scientific German. 

And possibly the strangest of all para- 
doxes crops up in the travel field. In the 
biggest travel year in history. the num- 
ber of passports issued was about even 
with the number of language students. 
More Americans visited Mexico alone 
than were studying Spanish. Yet experts 
agree that a person who speaks the lan- 
guage will not only gain more under- 
standing of a foreign country — he'll 
have many times as much fun. 

What has brought language study to 
this low estate? According to Dr. Ken- 
neth Mildenberger of the Modern Lan- 
guage Association, U.S. isolation between 
wars was partly responsible. But also re- 
sponsible were painful teaching meth- 
ods: long hours of vocabulary drill, 
memory work with technicalities of 
grammar, heavy emphasis on writing 


Why no one studies languages any more—and a note of 


long and often laborious translations. 

In a few places — mostly colleges. 
occasionally high schools — these tor- 
tures have been eliminated. “Language 
laboratories,” equipped with tape re- 
corders and listening booths where stu- 
dents can practice pronunciation, have 
been set up. The emphasis has shifted 
from readigg and writing to understand- 
ing and speaking. 

But most high schools stick to the old 
methods. Students learn from books. 
translating simple and often dull stories 
about people in foreign lands. Sight- 
reading brings high marks. So does mem- 
orizing verb conjugations —- particularly 
irregular verbs. The hope is that at least 
some students will carry into adult life 
the ability to recognize a few words on 
sight. 


Catch ‘em Young 


Meanwhile, language experts do take 
heart at what’s happening in the ele- 
mentary schools. During World War II. 
educators began to realize that languages 
could readily be picked up at an early 
age. The idea has spread gradually: the

latest count showed 271,617 pupils in 
public schools, plus 156,700 in parochial 
schools, studying a second language. 
Sometimes this is a tribute to a com- 
munity’s bilingual background, as in the 
Southwest, where youngsters studying 
Spanish may meet the language face to 
face daily. But other schools have ranged 
far afield; one Louisiana school is even 
teaching its youngsters Japanese. 
Sprinkled across the country in com- 
munities large and small, these programs 
have become a hot topic of conversation 
among elementary educators. One of the 
most venerable is in Washington, D.C., 
which began teaching French to first- 
graders in 1944. El Paso, Tex., has had 
a much-copied Spanish program, now in 
its sixth year. York, Pa., originally be- 
gan its program by “adopting” a French 
city and setting up a pen-pals movement. 
The major reason for the upsurge has 
been an attempt to squeeze the agony 
out of languages. Schenectady’s Fun 
with French is just that. Its students have 
no grammar drills, conjugate no verbs, 
practice pronunciation not letter by let- 
ter but only as they meet it in words. 
Beginning at third grade (in a few ex- 


periments, even earlier), they do not see’ 


a French word until late in fourth grade, 
often not until fifth. By that time, French 
accent is imbedded so deeply that few 
trip over English accents. 

While eliminating torture, the schools 
have injected entertainment. Mrs. Slack 
keeps her program bright, light and fast- 
moving. Puppets and papier-maché ani- 
mals pop up often. Familiar plays like 
The Three Bears are shown with French 
dialogue. The young audience may not 
know all the words, but they recognize 
the story, are charmed by le Papa Ours 
and his Frenchified growl. (Mrs. Slack 
also explains that a French rooster cries 
“Cocorico.” not “Cockadoodledo.” ) 

In class, the teacher deals with ob- 
jects the child knows: his family, class- 
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CLOCK-WATCHER in fourth grade re- 
cites the hour in French. Some can tell 
time in French before they can in English. 


room furnishings, weather. Every child 
picks a new French name, like Pierre, 
Marie, Francois, Jean. The kids let off 
steam with the old songs, Alouette and 
Frére Jacques, complete with gestures. 

At first the program was limited to 
superior students. Before long, teachers 
realized the limits should be dropped. 
The change has paid off in ways unre- 
lated to French. 

One boy, classed as a “slow learner” 
by his teacher, startled her by learning 
to add and subtract in French — before 
he could in English. Some students can 
tell time in French but not in English. A 
boy who had never volunteered ‘in class 
suddenly offered to sing Alouette to the 
class, and did it without a blush or 
stammer. 

This. is possible because teachers are 
not hogtied by a textbook. One class in 
Pleasant Valley School puts its whole 
curriculum into French; including arith- 
metic, social studies and art. Mrs. Slack, 
visiting on non-TV days, is barraged 
with questions: “Do you think French 
children would like to come here?” “Can 
you see all of Paris from the top of the 
Eiffel Tower?” 

In one class the teacher became in-

trigued with French cooking. She and the 
home-economics teacher — delighted to 
be “making something different” — in- 
troduced the youngsters to onion soup. 
The children immediately raced home 
and demanded onion soup from their 
mothers. 

Because Fun with French is shown by 
the commercial station WRGB-TV and 
can be seen in living rooms as well as 
classrooms, Mrs. Slack has many unoffi- 
cial adult students. Among the most avid 
are a group of nuns at a nearby conva- 
lescent home. Housewives also write in, 
to ask for recipes or fashion advice. 

School officials are amazed at adult 
interest in languages. A major problem 
for them—and for such programs 
everywhere — has been a shortage of 
trained adults. Mrs. Slack herself has 
had no teaching experience. (She draws, 
however, on a solid French background: 
born in Algiers of French colon parents, 
she studied in France and worked as an 


interpreter for U.S. forces in Africa be- 
fore she married Ray. Slack.) 

Much of the teaching staff has had 
only a sample of the language. To keep 
them a jump dhead of their pupils, a spe- 
cial class assembles each Monday at 
Union College for instruction by Mrs. 
Slack and Dr. Gordon Silber of the col- 
lege faculty. Often, they spend an entire 
afternoon learning the words and ges- 
tures to Alouette — or a like amount of 
time trying to stamp out staunch Schen- 
ectady accents. @ 

Accent rather than vocabulary draws 
heavy emphasis in the Schenectady pro- 
gram. “By games, by songs, by ‘disguised 
drill,” we try to give them the feel of 
French before we pack them full of 
words,” Mrs. Slack says. Vocabulary is 
added little by little in the first two years, 
even in the fifth grade, when reading 
French begins, the students are still 
drilled in accent. 

In their fourth year — sixth grade — 


accent is still practiced, but the emphasis 
then is on translating French into English 
and writing down the translations. In the old 
system, still used in most high schools, this 
was Step No. I. ; 

By the end of four years, youngsters should 
be on their way to second-language mastery. 
Now that French-for-everyone its beginning 
to lure instructors (some from higher-paying 
jobs), Superintendent Robert Murray hopes 
to extend it into junior high and eventually 
high school. This year, for the first time. the 
program is no longer considered an experi- 
ment. Every third-grader in the 19 schools 
will be taught French. (In earlier years, 
sporadic instruction was given in kinder- 
garten, first and second grades. This will be 
continued until all these students have 
reached third grade, and then dropped.) 

In 1958, across-the-board instruction will 
be provided in fourth grade; and each suc- 
ceeding year another grade will be added. 
Ten years from now, Schenectady should be 
turning out 1,000 French-speaking high- 
school graduates a year. The hard-pressed 
U.S. Government and American industry 
should be delighted to see them come. 

Among parents, there have been only a 
few muttered complaints that perhaps French 
is being overemphasized to the detriment of 
the three R’s. 

“Actually, it works the other way,” Wen- 
dell Andrews, director of curriculum for 
Schenectady schools, reports. “Many parents 
tell us that their children have a new-found 
interest in school. Of course, some courses 
may suffer a little. Maybe we won't cover as 
much ancient history, say, because the kids 
ask for and get more French history instead. 
But to my mind, this is not a loss.” 

Before Schenectady inaugurated its French 
program, a survey was made to learn how 
many parents favored the idea. Seventy per 
cent approved. After the program had been 
operating a while, another survey showed the 
figure had jumped to 95 per cent. Murray's 
office has been persistently bombarded by 


\ parents wanting to know, “Why isn’t my child 


studying French when the other kids in third 
grade are?” (His answer: The schools haven't 
been able to corral enough qualified 
teachers. )

“)>G FOOTBALL FORECAST 


Here are the schools and stars who'll 
make headlines<-as experts see them 


These will be the kingpins of 1956 col- 
lege football: Maryland, Oklahoma, 
Michigan State, Notre Dame. Georgia 
Tech, Ohio State. 

That's the opinion of the men who 


know football best — the sports editors _ 


and writers of the 55 newspapers which 
distribute PARADE. In PARADE’s annual 
football poll, they were asked to name 
the top teams in their areas: and pick 
the players most likely to make All- 
America. 

In the player poll, surprisingly, two 
linemen got as much attention as the 


backfield stars — usually the apples of 
experts’ eyes, Jim Parker, rugged Ohio 
State guard, and Earl Leggett, hulking 
tackle for Louisiana State, were over- 
whelming choices. 

In the backfield, two names stood 
out: Notre Dame's star quarterback, 
Paul Hornung, who can be an all-time 
great if he becomes a really good pass- 
er, and Jim Swink, the high-scoring 
left halfback from Texas Christian 
(PARADE, Aug. 26). The other backs: 
bruising Walt Kowalczyk of Michigan 
State and John Majors of Tennessce. 
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The team also boasts a fifth back — Ron 
Kramer of Michigan. An All-American at end 
last year, Kramer has been shifted to wingback 
by coach Bennie Oosterbdan. But experts say 
he’ still play end on defense, serve mostly as 
a passing target on offense, so he’s picked here 
as an end. The writers who watth him weekly 
say he could make it at either position. (For 
the rest of the team, see box at right.) 

Of course, the crystal ball is clouded this 
year by imvestigations, scandals and ineligi- 
bility. But here, as PARADE went to press, was 
the way newspapermen figured the sections 
would shape up this fall: 

EAST: Pittsburgh and ninieiee (which 
boasts the spectacular Jimmy Brown in the 
backfield) should run roughshod through most 
of their opponents — but only after battering 
each other on Sept. 29. In the Ivy League, Yale 
stands a fine chance of leading the pack. 

SOUTH: Maryland will continue to be a 
power, despite the departure of coach Jim 
Tatum. Georgia Tech also figures to be. as 
strong as last year, when it went to the Sugar 
Bowl. West Virginia, Tennessee, Auburn and 
Ole Miss also will stand out. 

SOUTHWEST: Oklahoma again should 
field a “representative team” that will knock 
the daylights out of almost everybody. Texas 
A & M looks to be the Southwest Conference 


champ, though TCU, Arkansas and Baylor all: 


are threats. Temple and West Texas should be 
tops in the Bordér Conference. 

MIDWEST: The Big Ten championship 
should be a Michigan State-Ohio State tussle. 


Neither is eligible for the Rose Bowl; that 
honor may go to Michigan. Notre Dame, with 
Hornung and speedy Aubrey Lewis, could go 
unbeaten. 

ROCKIES: Wyoming's Cowboys, led

written about it. Yet, among the 5 per 
cent of our population kpown to be color- 
blind, many never see a sunset in its true 
grandeur. Many have trouble distinguish- 
ing red or green. Many don’t trust them- 
selves in any “color-important” situation 
— even the purchase of a necktie. 

Men make up more than four out of 
five of all those who are color blind, a 
ratio similar to that in some kinds of heart 
disease and in ulcers. Most men are said 
to inherit the deficiency from their moth- 
ers (who usually are not affected). 

Recently paRaDeE asked photographer 
Ben Ross to take you — via his camera — 
into the world of color blindness. To Ross, 
the assignment was not unusual. Last year 
he had produced the first camera study of- 
its kind showing how common disorders 
—— near- and far-sightedness, astigmatism 
and others — impair normal vision ( PAR- 
ADE, Sept. 11, 1955)... Now, Ross worked 
for three months with doctors and such 
agencies as the National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness, Inc. to simulate, 
photographically, the world of color blind- 
ness. 

Experts have hailed the results on these 
pages as “truly remarkable.” For they 
show what color-blind people actually see 
in daily, living. 

Only 40 per cent Right 

One such person told Ross: “I can see 
red. But other colors confuse me. If I see 
a String of new, two-tone cars going down 
the street, I can guess the colors —- maybe 
40 per cent of the time.” 

Ross’s pictures reflect the fact that color 
blindness is an amazingly complicated 
condition. Essentially, it can be divided 
into three categories: red deficiency, green 
these can be combined or modified to dis- 
tort many other colors, especially pastels. 

Thus red, for example, may be seen as 
yellow under certain lighting conditions; 
brown, as olive greefi; rose, as gray; 
brownish-yellow, as gray. 

Color blindness is further complicated 
in that some people acquire it as a result 
of ‘excessive use of alcohol or tobacco.

Why we see colors is not precisely 
known. This much doctors do know: 
Color blindness is not a disease, but rather 
a “condition.” It does not prevent people 
from having 20-20 vision, nor does it 
affect their perception of white and black 
or of light intensity. 

However, there is no treatment or cure 
for color blindness. There are only theo- 
ries concerning the cause. 

The theories start with how the eye it- 
self functions. Light rays enter through 
the cornea, the eye’s “window.” The rays 
are focused by the pupil and lens. The 
eye’s “film” is the retina. What you see is 
recorded there before it is transmitted to 
the brain. © 

Many doctors feel that the retina — or 
rather 137,000,000 “rods” and “cones,” 
tiny cells within it — provides the key to 
color blindness. 

Rods are said to be involved with black- 
and-white vision and also how we see 
forms and shapes. Cones are said to con- 
tro! color vision. According to one leading 
theory, three separate chemicals in the 
cones respond to red, green and blue. 
(Lack of stimulus to the chemicals makes 
you see black; equal stimulus from the 
basic three colors makes you see white.) 

From the normal eye, red, greefi and 
blue “messages” go to the brain. But in 
the color-deficient person, the cone chemi- 
cals somehow fail to respond correctly to 
color stimuli. 

This theory dovetails with one fact of 
color blindness — namely, that only a tiny 


- percentage of the color-blind are unable to 


perceive any colors at all. To those few, 
the world is black, gray and white. - 

Color blindness is important to the 
armed forces and to industry, and so tests 
have been devised to detect it. Those 
found to be color-deficient are ineligible, 
for instance, to receive Navy commissions. 

During World War II, so-called cures 
for color blindness were widely adver- 
tized. Service doctors found them uni- 
formly worthless —a fact to remember 
if you hear of a new “sure-fire treatment” 
for the condition. 


Insofar as industry is concerned, color 


blindness has a serious side. A color-blind 
person cannot hold down a job involving 
“color control” of fabrics or metals — or

any position in which materials are “color- 
coded.” 

Not long ago, a leading Midwestern 
printing concern discovered that some of 
its employes working with color plates 
were color-blind. Transfer of the employes 
resulted in a saving of more than $50,000 
per year in wasted plates. 

An electrical-equipment firm discov- 
ered too late that one of the workers in 
its wiring department was color-blind. 
For a single job, his lack of color sense 
cost his employer about $25,000. 

How does one live with color blind- 
ness? A New York businessman sums it 
up: “It’s not easy. A color-blind chila 
grows up perhaps as I did, not even know. 
ing that his color perception was wrong. 

“Then, suddenly, it’s driven home to 
him. I first learned about it when I applied 
for a commission in the Navy during 
World War Il. They tested me and found 
me red-green deficient.” 

Says the Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness: This case is typical. Many 
people do not discover their color defi- 
ciency until adulthood. 


Testing Children 


However, there is a movement afoot by 
some school authorities to color-test chil- 
dren. Denver public schools have pio- 
neered in the movement. Says Dr. James 
D. Leake, of the Denver school system: 
“We believe color-vision knowledge is so 
important in guidance and counseling that 
we are testing all boys and girls of junior- 
high-school age.” 

Adds the color-deficient businessman: 
“Today, I shy away from any situation in 
which color is important. I can't buy a gift 
requiring a color judgment. Red and green 
signals sometimes appear as red and green: 
sometimes they don’t. I drive by position 
of the lights — red on top, green below.

When you go driving this fall, you'll find YIELD signs 
springing up all across America. At many corners 
where traffic is light, YIELD signs are being installed 
instead of STOP signs. Result: Instead of having 
to make a full stop when one obviously isn't needed, 
you can lawfully “roll on through.” 

Still new and experimental, the bright yellow key- 
stones and triangles are being watched carefully by 
the National Safety Council, the American Automo- 
bile Assn. and, of course, the law. So far it appears 
that, properly used, “YIELDs” can be even safer than 
STOP signs. 

Nobody knows for sure whether they are here to 
stay on a large scale. Many engineers think they are; 

a few are skeptical. But as a driver you'll like them. 
They save you time, temper — and money (because 
every stop you make in traffic costs you Sc or more). 

How @id they get started? Colorado had tried a 
form of the idea as far back as 1943, but the idea 
never took hold. It remained for an alert traffic engi- 
neer in Tulsa, Okla., to put spark in it. 

Engineer Paul Rice knew that stopping a car is an 
unpleasant sensation. In some cars it also is fairly 
hard physical work. He began to wonder one day: 
“Why put STOP signs at al! kinds of intersection?” 

And so Tulsa tried an experiment. Rice and a police 
captain named Clinton Riggs designed a brand new 
sign: ee 
shouted YIELD. 


“At first,” says Rice (who is now traffic engineer in 
Corpus Christi, Tex.) , “we weren’t sure people would 
get the idea. So we made a separate sign saying SLOW 
and tacked it up over the keystone.” 

They put the sign at a corner where a quiet resi- 
dential street enters a “collector” (a slightly busier 
street). Then they watched. The first motorists looked 
puzzled, but they got the idea. 

Rice and Riggs soon noticed that drivers who were 
able to “keep rolling” blended into ‘traffic quietly and 
without confusion. There was no gunning of engines, 


no sudden rush or swerving traffic as at many STOP. 


signs. 

Furthermore, cars kept moving. And that’s im- 
portant because on today’s streets and roads any 
stopped car is a hazard. 

All this happened one day five years ago. Before 
long Riggs and Rice put up 50 more signs. A year 
passed —a year of testing. Then other cities heard 
the news. At every single corner where a YIELD sign 


had replaced a STOP sign accidents had decreased. : 


This time the idea took fire. From Tulsa it- spread 
to Ft. Wayne, Ft. Worth, Dallas, Oklahoma City, 
Providence and many other cities. Recently all sizable 
California cities began using “YIELDs." Even New 
York City has a few. 

Now, let's say you get in your car tomorrow morn- 
ing, drive downtown and pass a YIELD sign that 
wasn’t there yesterday. What must you do, by law? 


The law on speed is, in most cases, very specific: 
you must slow to 10 mph, or less. One or two cities 
permit 20 mph. 7 

If you're turning or “merging” to the right, you 
yield to cars on your left. If you’re turning left (or 
going straight across), you yield to cars coming both 
ways. 

If traffic is heavy, you just have to wait. Engineers 
figure you don’t “interfere” with traffic if you have a 
“7-second gap.” That means: don’t go through if a 
car is closer than 7 seconds away. (At 35 mph, a car in 
7 seconds goes 360 feet; at 60 mph, 616 feet.) 

If you go through a YIELD sign and hit another 
car, full blame usually falls on you — even 
you are moving slowly and even if the other driver hits 
you. This does not seem fair to all engineers and law- 
yers, and you may see the law changed, perhaps to 
give you the right of way if you make a full stop first 
(as at a STOP sign).

Hollywood’s ‘permanent teenager’ is growing up 


HOLLYWOOD. 
“In the past decade Hollywood has produced 
only three new stars of stature — Marilyn 
Monroe, Marlon Brando and James Dean. 
The rest of the time has been spent type- 
casting the old stars.” 

When Bing Crosby said that the other day, 
he put his finger on one of Hollywood's 
worst problems: type-casting. Consider Jane 
Powell, a tiny (5’, 100 Ibs.), 27-year-old 
actress with a big soprano voice, a warm, gay 
disposition and a convertible top (originally 
brunette, now blonde). For the past seven 
years, Jane’s studio (MGM) has refused to 
let her gfow up. 

“Gentlemen,” she’s pleaded, “you all re- 
member me as the 14-year-old girl who came 
lo this studio in 1943. That's only natural. 
But I'm not a child any longer. I’m a grown 
married woman with three children of- my 
own. The public is sick and tired of, watch- 
ing me play the sweet young thing. You've 
Just got to assign me some decent grown-up 
Parts.” 

Eighteen months ago Jane was convinced 
she'd won her point. MGM bought Love Me 
or Leave Me, the gutsy, dramatic story of 
torch singer Ruth Etting, and announced that 
Jane would play the lead. Then, in a sudden 
switch, the role was given to Doris Day. 


It happens that, up to that time, Miss Day 
always had played the sweet young thing 
herself. Justifiably outraged, Jane demanded 
an explanation. 

“Sorry,” a studio spokesman said. “You're 
not right for the part.” ; 

Then and there Jane realized that Lassie 
stood a better chance than she of getting a 
mature part. Promptly she asked to be re- 


’ leased from her contract. 


The studio was shocked. Said one execu- 
tive: “I don't understand. We've tried to do 


our best by Janie. We started her out as a kid - 


at $300 a week. Today she gets a salary in 
four figures. 

“She just wasn’t right for Love Me or 
Leave Me. The role called for a lot of sex. 
Janie sings like an angel — but fet's face it, 
sex appeal is not her strong point. I don’t 
understand these girls. All of them want to 
become great dramatic actresses. Marilyn 
Monroe isn't happy being a comedienne. She 
wants to play in The Brothers Karamazov. 
Jane Powell isn’t happy playing sweet young 
things. She wants to grow up. Why can’t these 
kids let well enough alone?” 

The agency which represents Jane has a 
different view. “The studios rarely take into 
account the growth or change factor,” a 
spokesman points out. “If Judy Holliday is

picture, say Born Yesterday, they be- 
lieve in letting her play the dumb 
blonde for the rest of her career. If they 
sign a young girl to a contract, no 
thought is given to her future as an 
adult. | 

“Take Esther Williams and Eleanor 
Powell. For years they played nothing 
but swimming and dancing pictures. 
Eventually the public got tired of the 
sameness.” 


The studio rebuttal is that the public 
buys certain stars for certain values. 
Esther Williams’ main box-office pull 
was her graceful swimming. Shirley 
Temple’s was her youthful cuteness. 
Gene Kelly’s is his dancing. Jane Pow- 
ell’s is her singing. Change or diminish 
these values, and the players may be- 
come unprofitable. 

The stars insist, however, that the 
public buys personalities. They say 
that as many people will watch Bing 
Crosby in a straight film as in a musical 
comedy. Jane Wyman started out in 
pictures as a flapper-type chorus girl. 
Today she’s recognized as a great dra- 
matic actress. Say the stars: Don’t let 
yourself be type-cast. 

“No matter how good it is,” Jane 
Powell declares, “the public will stand 
for only so much of anything. I've been 
playing the sweet young girl for almost 
13 years. I’ve just got to change.” 

Jane— who was born Suzanne 
Burce in Portland, Ore.— came to 
Hollywood when she was 14 to sing on 
a radio program. She sang so well that 
MGM signed her up. For the next six 
years she played the sugary, innocuous 


teenager in such unmemorable pap as 
Delightfully Dangerous, Holiday in 
Mexico, Three Daring Daughters and 
Luxury Liner. 

By 1951, married and the mother of 
a son, Jane began demanding more ma- 
ture. roles. The studio stalled. Time 
passed. Jane had a second child; later, 
she got divorced. Then, still trying to 
prove her point, she went out on a 
night-club tour. Booked into such jaded 
play-spots as Miami and Las Vegas, she 
sang blues numbers, wore décolleté 
gowns, shook her well-turned hips. 
The response was reassuring. People 
came backstage and said, “It’s nice to 
see you've grown up.” Men made 
passes at her. One admirer, automobile 
dealer Pat Nerney, even proposed mar- 
riage — and was accepted. 

Armed with a sheaf of notices extol- 
ling her new act, Jane returned to Hol- 
lywood two years ago. Now, she felt 
sure, the studio would give her more 
mature and challenging parts. Result? 
The Love Me or Leave Me affair. 

It’s taken more than a year of nego- 
tiations (during which she gave birth 
to her third child), but Jane Powell is 
no longer under exclusive contract to 
MGM. Now she also can star elsewhere
